WITHOUT PERIOD? 


MM: a house belong to a Period to have Style? The answer is em- 
phatically no. The house we show on these four pages is eloquent 
testimony to this truth. Inside and out, it has great Style. It generates 
a deep satisfaction in all who look upon it, and especially in its very 
critical owners, John Scoville and Luke Kelly, decorators who run the 
Empire Exchange, and in its architect, Julius Gregory, who did the plans 
for the remodeling. Yet it cannot be classified in any known Period of 
architecture or decorating. 

There are people who would say that a house that doesn’t classify in 
an easily-recognized Period is of bastard design. But they are the people 
who have not taken time to realize that a Period is really a style formula 
that has been so widely used in a given time that it comes to be asso- 
ciated with that era. When this fact is recognized, it becomes readily 
apparent that though a Period is, and has, a Style, it does not necessarily 
follow that a house with Style must classify under any of the various 
Periods.

“broken pediment.” 


REVEAL: The side of a recess in a window or 
doorway opening when the opening is not 
flush with the wall.

SCONCE: A candle holder attached to a plaque 
or wall.

STRETCHER: The underbracing of chairs, tables,

WILL BE LIKE 
alter the war 


his house, the year-round home of the William 

Kelletts of Menasha, Wisconsin, is a pretty good 
preview of the way houses will be built after the 
War. For in this single house are crystallized many 
of the chief home-building trends of the last 20 
years. 

These trends, which have been pioneered and 
proven by home-loving citizens like the Kelletts, and 
executed by forward-looking architects like George 
Fred Keck who designed this house, will be in- 
corporated in our best houses of the future—in 
varying degrees, of course. So you'll be interested 
in this house as a forecast of how you may be living 
a few years hence. 

Most important thing is the way it makes the 
outdoors a part of the house. Since it is built on 
Lake Winnebago, as well as on the bank of the 
Fox River, the Kelletts wanted to utilize their many 
views. Hence the prolific use of glass. This same 
use of glass permitted the architect to draw upon 
the heat of the sun for heating the house in the 
day time. The visor-like overhang of the roof, 
which shades the huge window in summertime 
when the sun travels high (Continued on page 72)

Ne subject is more fascinating to the average individual than 

what appears to be his lack of time. Almost everything he 
wants to do is limited by this fatal lack and is put off until more 
time makes itself available, notwithstanding the fact that this 
phenomenon will never come to pass.

Why Bargain Dry Cleaning 


ISN'T a “Bargain”

BECAUSE 


1. Results are not dependable 
2. The life of your possessions is shortened 
3. Your articles are often distorted or ruined 


4. Your things have to be cleaned more often 


Whe you send your precious possessions to the dry cleaner, do you 
wait in fear and trembling until they have been returned, mentally 
keeping your fingers crossed lest they turn out unsatisfactorily? Or 
do you send them with the utmost confidence that they’ll return as 
usable as when they left your home? If the latter feeling is yours, you 
have chosen a quality dry cleaner, who will handle your fabrics as 
carefully as a personal maid. 

Reliable dry cleaning is not to be purchased at cut prices. It requires 
skilled workers, the best materials and equipment, enough time to do 
a careful, unhurried job. 

“Bargain” cleaners cannot give you that kind of service. They give 
you exactly what you pay for. Your home furnishings and clothes will 
be cleaned in exact ratio to what you pay! But one time a spot may 
remain on your best slipcover, another time a dress may be missing 
a button, still another time your draperies may have tears, caused be- 
cause rod pins were not removed or covered! But you aren’t paying 
for perfection, so you have no right to complain. That “bargain” 
cleaner must cut corners somewhere to maintain his prices. 


How often have you asked yourself these questions? 


How ean I tell whether a dry cleaner is good? 


Many good dry cleaners are members of the National 
Association of Dyers and Cleaners. Their membership 
is one of the signs that help you distinguish good 
cleaners from the poor ones. This association maintains 
a modern laboratory where constant tests are con- 
ducted on fabrics to determine the best cleaning prac- 
tices. Bulletins published monthly bring the results 
of the association’s findings to all members, so that 
they have up-to-the-minute knowledge of all new fibers, 
dyes, weaves, and the safest method of cleaning them, 
if they are cleanable. 

Members have the privilege of bringing their special 
problems to headquarters for solution. It is interesting, 
also, to learn that many manufacturers are now bring- 
ing their new fabrics to the association laboratory for 
testing before placing them before the public. 
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What should I expect of a dry cleaner? 


If you send your furnishings and clothes to a reli- 
able dry cleaner, you may be sure that they will come 
back entirely clean, fresh-looking, the colors sparkling 
and clear. Fringes and bindings will be intact on bed- 
spreads, blankets, and draperies. Slipcovers will re- 
tain their clear colors, their perfect fit. Buttons, buck- 
les will be in place on dresses and suits. Stitches will 
be taken wherever necessary. Curtains will hang 
straight and even. All articles will be finished as their 
fabric type demands; all spots that could be removed 
without injuring fibers or dyes will have been elim- 
inated. 


Why can’t all cleaners do the same work? 


A good cleaner can return your work in perfect 
condition, because he asks a price commensurate with 
his services, the time, labor, and quality materials that 
he employs. Tests indicate that it takes about 50 min- 
utes of work to turn out a quality cleaning job on 
one garment. 

A cleaner charging cut-rate prices must cut corners 
somewhere, for he could not afford to spend this much 
time on just one item. He must move articles quickly, 
so each employee handles a greater number of articles 
per hour than at a more expensive cleaner’s, thus 
eliminating much individual attention. 


What happens when my things arrive at a 
good cleaner? 

In a quality dry cleaning establishment, each article 
is thoroughly inspected at the time an identifying 
number is placed on it. Curtains, which are weakened 
by sunlight and atmospheric gases, are carefully in- 
spected for such conditions, damaged areas, holes. 
Buttons, which may catch on other garments, are cov- 
ered with individual bags. (Continued on page 70)

[or before Pepperidge Farm was turning out its famous 
breads baked with vitamin-rich flours, the name of Margaret 
Rudkin, its director, was known as a popular hostess the 
countryside round. Mrs. Rudkin’s friends were particularly 
fascinated with the wonderful tricks she could turn with a 
humble loaf of bread. Our menu includes two such tricks. 

The interesting thing about Mrs. Rudkin’s party planning is 
that she always picks a menu that will lend itself equally well 
to a formal or an informal setting. It’s easy to do, she insists, 
and important—especially in summer when fickle weather con- 
ditions often mean shifting plans at the last minute. Whether 
dining indoors or outdoors on her estate in Fairfield, Conn., 
Mrs. Rudkin sets her table with the same flat silver, but likes 
to vary the china and table accessories to fit the background, 
guests, and mood. She uses natural linen, with embroidered 
bands of red, and pewter for informal outdoor supping; crystal, 
silver serving dishes, and sheer organdy for formal occasions 
on the terrace. 

The humblest menu seems elegant in a sophisticated back- 
ground, and by the same token, the most elegant can be pretty 
prosaic in a stereotyped setting. Here are two different ways 
Mrs. Rudkin would set the table for the same menu. 
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Here are the recipes for Mrs. Rudkin’s adaptable menu: 

To make the bread shell, remove the top slice from a loaf of 
bread. With a fork, pull out pieces of the soft insides until 
only the shell remains. Brush shell inside and out with melted 
butter and bake in 400° oven about 20 minutes. Fill with rich 
chicken and mushroom mixture (half cream and half milk, 
Mrs. Rudkin suggests for the sauce). Cut down through the 
crust so that everyone gets his share of the crunchy shell. 

The garlic bread pieces are worth every minute spent mak- 
ing them. Brush soft pieces pulled from loaf with melted butter, 
in which a clove of garlic has stood for a short time. Place 
buttered pieces on cookie sheet and bake in 400° oven until 
crisp and brown (about 20 minutes). Serve immediately. 

Mrs. Rudkin dresses up a mixed green salad of escarole, 
lettuce, and romaine with raw cauliflower broken in pieces. 
Plan “seconds” when you make this creamy tapioca. In a 
cup milk. Start cooking and 
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saucepan mix 2 egg yolks with 14 
add 4% cup minute tapioca, 44 cup sugar, 14 teaspoon salt. 
Str constantly. When blended, add 344 cups milk. Bring to 
a boil and remove from fire immediately. Beat 2 egg whites, 
add 14 cup sugar. Add the hot tapioca mixture gradually to 


egg whites. When cool, flavor with 1 teaspoon vanilla.

by the Government. The Quartermaster supplies dining room and 
bedroom wood pieces, metal beds, and bedding, but no living room 
or upholstered pieces, no rugs or carpets . .. She must keep the total 
weight of her furnishings within a poundage limitation, so that when 
she and her officer husband are moved to another post they can be 
moved free of charge . . . She must use color schemes that will 
brighten the utilitarian colors used in painting . . . She must be 
able to personalize her home, despite the rubber-stamp, _ battle- 
scarred furniture that is issued her . . . And she must accomplish 
these wonders on a slim pay check. 

Recognizing that thousands of women are faced with this problem, 
House BEAUTIFUL set out to show what could be done with little 
money, little weight, and great ingenuity.

HERE ARE SOME WAYS 
TO DISCOURAGE THEM 


If a burglar is intent on breaking 
into a house, nothing can stop 
him. 

“The better your house is 
locked, the less chance of its 
being entered,’ one detective 
captain tells us. “So be sure that 
your doors are double-latched 
and that your bulkhead door and 
the door at the head of your 
cellar stairs are locked securely.” 


A good lock, or padlock, is the 
greatest discourager of all. But 
be certain it is a good lock. 
Either equip your doors with two 
locks, or install deadlocks, or 
deadlatches, which can be opened 
only by turning the key or the 
inside knob. 

Extendible fasteners prevent 
burglars from opening doors 
wide enough to enter. A common 
type is the chain which binds 
door and jamb together. A more 
elaborate type substitutes a metal 
bar for the chain. 


Ornamental iron bars are splen- 
did window guards. If they’re 
securely built into the window 
frames, they must be sawed open. 


Window ventilating locks are 
simple little gadgets which screw 
to the upper sash of double-hung 
windows. They are equipped with 
metal knobs, which keep the 
burglar from opening either sash 
far enough to climb into the 
house. 


Audible alarms of many types are 
available. Some operate by means 
of photo-electric cells. When the 
burglar crosses an invisible beam 
of light, a loud alarm goes off. 
If that in itself doesn’t frighten 
the intruder, at least it will 
awaken you. A simpler type, de- 
signed merely to scare the burg- 
lar out of his wits, is a device 
which fastens to either doors or 
windows. When these are opened, 
a release is tripped and fires off a 
special 32 caliber blank cartridge.

Drapery pins are gathered to- 
gether and covered with a metal 
box, to keep them from catching, 
and possibly tearing other articles. 
Fragile ornaments and buttons are 
removed, as well as buttons known 
to deteriorate in cleaning solvent 
(good cleaners employ experts who 
know), and these are placed in a 
clearly marked envelope, to be re- 
placed at the end of the process. 
Any special warning as to what 
types of spots are present is also 
noted, so that spots may be pre- 
treated before the dry cleaning 
bath. 

Home furnishings or

Are all types of fabries given

No. All fabrics cannot take the 
same treatment. Some require long 
runs of the mechanical washer. 
some would be ruined if they were 
tossed more than a few minutes.

The inexpensive cleaner sorts his 
ticles, too. BUT he sorts them 
ily into very broad classifications, 
it is probable that furnishings 
id clothes of different weight, 
lor, and fabric often find them- 
lves in the same company. 


hat goes on in a dry clean- 
ig department? 
Here classified things are placed 
large oscillating cylinders of 
echanical washers with plenty of 
eathing space, for the cleaning 
lvent must reach each and every 
e; each must have the benefits 
so of the tossing action, which 
nstantly changes the position of 
e article, performing somewhat 
e function of the old-time wash- 
ard. Slipcovers, draperies, etc., 
e brushed before being cleaned, 
remove lint from seams.

The cheap dry cleaners have to 
ect a saving somewhere so they 
Il probably give your things the 
st step, which means that only 
2 surface dirt is ‘removed. They 
en crowd the cylinders of their 
shers, since they must squeeze 
sry bit of good out of the solu- 
n. They do not make constant 
immges in the solvent, but often 
> the same liquid over and over 
vin. So is it small wonder that 
nishings come back dull, or that 
y have a rancid odor, because 
aning solvent is not properly 
ered and distilled—seeming al- 
st as dirty as when they were 


sent? In all probability your things 
may have taken on the dirt from 
a@ companion in the washer! 


How are furnishings and 
clothes dried? 

After the cleaning solvent is ex- 
tracted, curtains are dried with 
controlled temperature and circu- 
lation of air. Slipcovers are put 
into drying tumblers where they 
are tumbled in currents of warm 
air, which prevents the fabric and 
trimmings from flattening. 


What does wet cleaning in- 
volve? 

Articles are now inspected to see 
if wet cleaning is necessary. Wet 
cleaning is undertaken because the 
soil has been so thoroughly ground 
in that dry cleaning will not re- 
move it, or else some staining sub- 
stance has been spilled over a very 
large area. Clothes to be wet 
cleaned are laid out individually 
on a flat surface and brushed by 
hand with a soft brush. Only cold 
or lukewarm water is used. 

In the case of curtains, they 
are measured before being wet 
cleaned. (60% 
cleaning ). 


to 75% require wet 
Wet cleaning of cur- 
tains differs from garments. Cur- 
tains undergo a series of soakings 
with neutral soap and warm water, 
and gentle action of the washer; 
clean water being constantly added. 
After curtains are wet cleaned, 
they are sized, starched, or left as 
is. A reliable dry cleaner knows 
what is right for each fabric type. 


Does the cleaning in the 
washer remove all spots? 

No. The dry cleaning process 
usually removes insoluble soil, and 
greasy, oily stains. However, more 
difficult and stubborn stains often 
remain. So everything goes to the 
spotting department. 

The spotter in a quality shop is 
an extremely important person. He 
is not only expert at detecting 
spots and recognizing their type; 
but he also understands exactly 
what certain chemicals will do to 
different fibers, weaves, dyes. He 
does not experiment with your pos- 
sessions—and hope for the best. If 
at all uncertain, he tests the chem- 
ical on an inside seam, and selects 
a treatment that will not injure 
the color, the fiber, or the weave. 
Your most delicate curtain, your 
most filmy dress is safe in his 
hands. For he knows how to cope 
with the unexpected cases, such as 
the stains and spots that some- 
times do not manifest themselves 
until heat has been applied in the 
finishing department. The most

How is the finishing done? 

The finishing touches to cleaned 
bedspreads, curtains, draperies are 
as important as the finishing 
touches to dresses and suits. For 
this reason, the quality cleaner 
considers the texture of each fab- 
ric. If it is a rough textured drap- 
ery fabric, it will be steamed. If 
it is a soft, nappy fabric, such as 
a polo coat, it will be finished by 
steaming and brushing, because 
the pressure of heavy equipment 
would flatten the nap. 

Curtains are finished either on 
frames with wire carding cloth 
along the edges, by hand, or by 
machine. Ninon and organdy cur- 
tains are never framed. Framing 
is used particularly for curtains 
such as dotted swiss, because it 
keeps the dots fluffy. Any shrink- 
age that has taken place is over- 
come in the finishing department. 


What is the final step?

in the sky, does not cut off the sun 
rays in the winter time, when the 
sun travels in a lower are. Har- 
nessing the radiant heat of the 
winter sun can lower your fuel 
bill from 20% to 25% in climates 
like Wisconsin’s, as the Kelletts 
will testify. (The vents in the roof 
overhang are to reduce wind pres- 
sure.) 

Combined with the solar heat is 
a mechanical plant that uses panel 
heating for the ground floor and 
radiator heat for the second floor. 
Panel heating is one of those 
things you'll be meeting a lot after 
the war. It’s a system of heating 
that warms the walls and floors 
around you rather than the air 
around you. It operates on the 
principle that if the surfaces 
around you are warm, the heat of 
your body won’t be drawn off to 
try to heat up the cold surfaces. 
And it’s an amazingly successful 
and comfortable heating system, 
for it makes it possible to live with 
lower temperatures than _hereto- 








fore. 

The Kelletts panel heating is 
laid in concrete underneath their 
flagstone flooring. (They have no 
basement.) It also runs underneath 
the indoor flower beds in the floor 
of the dining room, and they re- 
port that things grow here with al- 








most tropical lushness.

Care Of Ice Refrigerators 


The old days of putting the ice refrigerator 
on the back porch are gone forever, we hope. 
For the exterior finish of ice refrigerators 
was not designed to withstand extremes of 
temperature. Besides, it is more convenient 
to place the refrigerator in the kitchen. This 
does not mean that your kitchen routine will 
be constantly interrupted by visits from the 
ice man. For the insulative qualities of ice 
refrigerators have been so improved that 
they need only be supplied once a week, 
except in the hottest weather. 








How To Repair Leaking Faucets 


The drip, drip, drip of a leaking faucet is 
more than a nerve-wracking annoyance. It 
is expensive, and it is wasteful! There’s 
really little excuse for dripping faucets when 
they are quite easily repaired, usually with 
only a new washer, which costs but a few 
cents. Faucets most commonly used now are 
the compression-type. The repair methods 
suggested are for those. 

If a faucet leaks when you have turned 
it off as hard as possible, the cause of the 
trouble is usually a worn washer in the main 
passage. Here’s what to do:

RUBBER 
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How To Repair Rubber Articles 


Rubber articles, such as rubbers, galoshes, 
raincoats, hot water bottles, garden hose, 
gloves, aprons, etc., may be successfully re- 
paired if the rubber has not deteriorated. 
Such articles can be mended with rubber 
cement, plastic rubber compounds, and ad- 
hesive, as well as inner tubing and se'l- 
material. 

If you want to patch a hole in a rubber 
article, get one of the handy containers of 
inner tube patching to help you. These kits 
usually consist of one large sheet, six or 
more small patches, and rubber cement. 


Fat 


There is nothing more disturbing—especially 
in the still of the night—than squeaking 
floors. Creaks and squeaks are usually the 
result of too few nails,» too small nails, or 
improperly nailed sub-floors. To overcome 


the musical sounds, the floor boards should 


be flat and tight to the sub-floor. Often tal- 
cum powder sifted between floor boards will 
remove the squeaks. If this simple remedy 
is ineffectual, more drastic measures must 
be pursued, as follows: 


How To Protect Painted Walls 


It’s a chore to wash painted walls more fre- 
quently than once or twice a year. But it’s 
a MUST unless you protect them with a 
coating that keeps the dirt out. There is a 
magical product that spreads an_ invisible 
coating on painted walls and prevents dust 
and dirt from penetrating the pores of the 
surface.

How To Eliminate Squeaking Floors 












Care Of Foundation Garments 


The frequent washing of foundation gar- 
ments does not distort their shape, as is 
commonly believed—if they are washed 
gently in lukewarm, soapy water. Garments 
washed often do not require harsh rubbing 
to remove the soil, which is naturally in- 
jurious to the material as well as pulling 
the garment out of shape. Elastic sections 
are weakened by accumulations of oil and 
body perspiration, which are damaging to 
elastic when allowed to remain over long 
periods. These garments will wear longer 
if washed often, according to the following: 


"REFRIGERATORS 


Care Of Automatic Refrigerator 


Have you given your automatic refrigerator 
the once-over lately to see that everything 
is geared to 100% performance? Check it 
against the following points: 

(1) The rubber gasket around the door 
should be clean and free of grease, since 
grease deteriorates rubber. Wipe it often 
with a damp cloth and dry thoroughly. If 
gasket is cracked, checked or hardened, re- 
place it with a new one. An imperfectly- 
sealed refrigerator is expensive to operate! 
(2) Door latch should be adjusted so that 
door closes and seals properly.

How To Flameproof Fabrics 


Do you want to reduce the fire hazards in 
your home? You can with a flameproofing 
agent that is applied to articles in the home 
either by immersing or spraying, and renders 
them incapable of supporting flames. They 
will only char on contact with flames. Chil- 
dren’s clothes, work clothes, curtains, dra- 
peries, ironing-board covers, cloth pot holders, 
upholstery, mattress covers are some of the 
articles that should be flameproofed, since 
they are composed largely of cellulose, which 
catches fire more readily than silk and wool.

PROCEDURE: Turn off the water leading to the faucet. 
Using a monkey wrench, unscrew the large nut around the 
if you would keep your metal finish scratch- 





faucet. It is wise 
less—to insert soft cloth or paper between the jaws of the 
wrench and the faucet. The defective washer will be at the bot- 
tom of the faucet handle. Remove the screw that holds washer 
in place with a screw driver. If the screw is stubborn, apply a 
few drops of oil and it will release more easily. Replace the 
worn washer and screw. 

Sometimes faucets leak around the handle. when the water 
is running. In this case, again turn off the water. Turn on faucet 
and let it drain. Unscrew the cap or packing nut at the base of 
the stem. Under this, wound around the stem, is cotton or candle 
wicking, which packs the faucet. If it is worn, replace by wind- 
ing new cotton cord around tightly. Then put back parts.

FOUNDATION 
GARMENTS 


PROCEDURE: Make a rich suds of lukewarm water and 
mild soap flakes (hot water is the enemy of any elastic article). 
Dip garment up and down in solution several times. Remove to 
a flat surface and scrub both sides gently with a soft bristled 
brush filled with suds. Give special attention to the top and 
bottom edges, the garters, and the pad underneath the zipper. 
After this special going-over, return the garment to the soapy 
solution and slosh the suds through it several times. Rinse in 
lukewarm water two and three times, if necessary, pressing out 
excess water after each rinsing. Place a turkish towel on both 
sides of the garment. Roll it up and press until excess water has 
been removed. Dry flat, on: a towel, or fasten on a line by the 

















garters. Wads of tissue paper inside the garment will hurry the 
drying process. Never dry in strong sunlight or near a radiator. 


OVER 
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(3) If your motor runs noticeably more than it did, have a 
service man check up on it. Your old motor may need to be 
repaired or replaced with a reconditioned one. 

(4) If some of your foods are spoiling, the thermostat may need 
adjustment. Have it serviced. 

(5) A coating of grease and dust on the fins or coil connected 
with the motor (at back or on top of box) makes the fins work 
harder to exhaust the heat drawn from inside the box. Keep it 
clean with stiff brush or hand attachment of vacuum cleaner. 
(6) Defrost refrigerator whenever the coating of ice around the 
freezing unit is %4 inch thick. 

(7) Wipe up acid foods and fruit juices immediately to avoid 








staining. 
(8) Wash inside (including freezing compartment) with a solu- 
tion of a pint of warm water to 1 tablespoon of baking soda.

FABRICS 


PROCEDURE: Immersion Method: Dissolve a pound of the 


chemical, which is a crystalline powder, in a gallon of lukewarm 












water. Immerse fabric until completely wet. Wring lightly 
through squeeze-rolls to remove excess moisture. Dry at room 
temperature or with an electric fan. 

Spray Method: Dissolve 1% pounds of the chemical in a 
gallon of lukewarm water. Suspend article and spray it evenly 
from a distance of about 2’ or 3’ (A common garden sprayer 
can be used). In spraying draperies: if lined, spray both sides; 
the back until saturated, the front lightly. The flameproofing 
agent must, of course, cover every portion of the article to be 
fully effective. Dry at room temperature or with an electric fan. 

This chemical can be applied on any cotton and rayon fabric 
except rayon acetate. Article should be dry before treating. 


“ME OVER 
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Both the ice and food compartments must be kept clean and 
sweet-smelling. The trap in a modern air-conditioned ice re- 
frigerator, located at the top of the drain pipe, and just below 
the ice compartment, is removable, and should be taken out 
now and then and washed in warm sudsy water. The drain-pipe, 
may also be removed and washed. Usually, however, all that 
is required to keep the drain pipe in good condition is to pour 
a solution of a tablespoon of baking soda to 1 cup of cold water 
over the ice about once a week. Pouring this solution over the 
ice completely cleans the drainage system, for it passes over the 
section of the grids and baffles, which extend beyond the ice, 
through the trap, the drain-pipe in the refrigerator, and on into 
the permanent dyain that leads it into the regular house drain- 
age system. The tray beneath the ice compartment should be 
wiped, or removed and washed once a week. 


“EE OVER 


RUBBER 


PROCEDURE: Apply patch to inside, if article can be 
conveniently turned inside out. Roughen surface around hole 
with sandpaper or metal buffer. Patch should be about 14” 
larger all around than the hole. Apply one coat of rubber cement 
to patch; two coats to article. Work the cement into the pores 
of the rubber, scraping off excess with a knife blade. Remove 
the linen from adhesive side of patch. Apply patch and press 
down with flat heavy object. It’s a good idea to place heavy 
weight on patch until cement sets. In using self-material for 
patching, apply two coats of cement to both patch and article. 
Let the cement dry between coats before applying patch. 

Rubber gloves and aprons can be repaired with flexible collo- 
dion. Stretch torn part over a glass bottle. Place a thin muslin 
patch over hole, just large enough to cover edges. Cement in 
place with collodion, applied with a toothpick. 


“BE OVER 
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FLOORS 


PROCEDURE: Place a piece of wood or several thicknesses 
of newspaper over the noisy boards and hammer them and the 
nails, down tight. 

If this does not remove the offending sounds, drive long finish- 
ing nails through the boards and sub-floor into the joists under- 
neath. When the head of the nail is within 1% inch of the floor, 
use a nail set to counter-sink it. Then fill the hole with plastic 
wood. 

If the boards still creak, very thin wedges of wood or paper 
should be driven between the bottom of the flooring and the 
top of the joists. Or nail a cleat to the side of the joist sufh- 
ciently high to support the flooring. 

(The last two methods could, of course, only be followed on 
the first floor, since it would be necessary to rip out the ceiling 
to reach the second floor!) 








“BE OVER 


PROCEDURE: No tedious surface preparation is necessary 
before applying this transparent coating. Just arm yourself with 
a good-sized superior paint brush (saves time and labor). Of 
course, the coating should not be applied over a painted wall 
unless it is clean, since smudges will show through the coating. 
One gallon of the wall finish will protect the painted walls of 
three or four average rooms, for its covering capacity is 1500 
square feet. Use it just as it comes from the can. It will not

crack, peel, or “spatter,” and is odorless. 


The coating will dry to a flat finish in about 20 minutes. A 







sponge and clear water will remove dirt and grime when neces- 
sary, leaving a clean surface ready for a fresh application of 
the protector. Can be used on washable wallpaper as well as 
painted walls.

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MAI BOWLE 


A very refreshing drink often 
called May Wine and is—or was— 
served generously in Central Eu- 
rope. It is made of Woodruff, or 
“Waldmeister,” and dry white wine 
of the Moselle type. 

Woodruff grows wild in Central 
Europe, is dried and imported into 
this country. We have used the 
fresh cultivated woodruff from 
Long Island and we are told that 
it grows wild in New Jersey. How- 
ever, the best and most fragrant 
result, in the experience of your 
reporter, was the May Wine made 
with the dried imported variety. 

The recipe: 

A generous handful of. dried 
Waldmeister was tied in a cheese- 
cloth bag and soaked for 15 mir- 
utes in water to soften the leaves 
a little. Then the bag containing 
the woodruff was put in a punch 
bowl and 2 quarts of dry white 
wine—thoroughly chilled—poured 
over it. All this to stand about half 
an hour and remove the bag con- 
taining the herb. 

Some like to add sugar, orange, 
or pineapple, but this reporter pre- 
fers May Wine without accessories 
and would advise all real wine 
drinkers to try it that way first. 

Any domestic wine such as 
Sonoma Sylvaner, an E and K Ries- 
ling, or New York State Hillside 
Rhine Wine would make a deli- 
cious Mai Bowle. 

Another Mai Bowle from Cen- 
tral Europe is made by putting 
half a fresh pineapple sliced, 1 
cup of strawberries (washed and 
hulled), 4% cup of sugar, and 1 

ounce of Brandy (domestic) in a 
punch bowl. Cover this with 1 bot- 
‘tle of Larkmead Vin Rosé and 
allow to stand for 1 hour. 

Just before serving add 1 bottle 
of Sauternes and 1 bottle of spark- 
ling water, both thoroughly chilled. 
_ Wine coolers are refreshing for 
summer dinners and Sunday night 
suppers. 

Put 2 or 3 cubes of ice in a 
large highball glass, half fill with 
your favorite white wine, add a 
strip of lemon peel and fill with 
aerated water. 

Do not add sugar; if you prefer 
a sweet taste use one of the many 
Sauternes. 

A good summertime “highball” 

type of drink is the: 


COOK’S IMPERIAL 
CHAMPAGNE HIGHBALL 


In a tall glass filled with cracked 
ice put 1 pony of domestic Brandy 
and 1 pony of Curagao. Add 1 
slice of orange and fill the glass 
with Cook’s Imperial Champagne.

We can’t possibly overlook Rum 
drinks for the summer. For these,

The first lap of the seasonal race 


is over; now both you and the 


garden can get your second wind 


By Ralph Bailey 


July doesn’t exactly find the gardener wallowing in 
the doldrums, but compared to the two preceding 
months it seems like a dead calm. This, of course, 
is an unnatural state of affairs for any self-respect- 
ing gardener. So whistle yourself up a breeze and 


keep going. 


"A" is a good place to start. A is for Aphis. B is for Beetles 
—Mexican (on beans), Japanese (on everything), blister 
(on Roses). So....... C is for Counter offensive. D becomes 
Destruction (for the bugs). And E is for Excellent (the grade 
you get if you spray regularly these hot weeks). Use a three- 


way spray or dust and forestall diseases and fungi, too. 


It may not be too late to prevent your Delphiniums 
from going to seed. Cut the spikes back in two or 
three stages fairly near the ground and you'll in- 
sure September bloom. Or if some spikes have al- 
ready set seed, harvest some of the pods from the 
middle of the spike (your best colors) and plant 
as soon as ripe in a shaded seed bed. 

Gaps, unforeseen but noticeable as a lost front 
tooth, are likely to occur about now in the borders. 
Try whites—they’re great harmonizers. For low 
edgings, slips of Dusty Miller are fine. No blooms 
but silvery foliage. They're unkillable, and prefer 
not-too-rich soil. Achillea (The Pearl) is a fine 
white-flowered 2-footer all summer. 


This is the time to prune Wisteria. If you’ve had 
good bloom, cut back only long shoots for general 
control. If bloom failed, root pruning and severe 
cutting back of shoots may force bloom for next 
year, or even late this summer on new growth. 


One of the best of the huge spring crop of vegetables books 
is "A Manual of Vegetable Gardening,’ by Francis C. 
Coulter (Doubleday Doran, $2.50). It's as straightforward 
and complete as its title would indicate. And its information

Check up on all labels, while you’re at it. Come 
fall or next spring you may want to know what 
color of which you're re-planting where If you 
don’t like to raise a crop of labels in your borders, 
make accurate maps for future reference. Actually 
this is less work, and a great help in improving 
garden design as you go along. 


Make it a rule during July and August not to do any real 
garden work between || o'clock and 3 (except necessary 
spot spraying with nicotine sulphate to suffocate aphis and 
the like). And don't rush back into the garden right after 
dinner either. Use the time to sit on the terrace and enjoy 
the scenery. You'll avoid (a) sunstroke and (b) indigestion. 


Have you been pinching back your Chrysanthe- 
mums religiously? Neither have I. So it ought to 
be easy to stop doing it by midsummer. 


At the same time, last rutabagas, fall beets and 
turnips, a fall crop of spinach should be in the 
vegetable garden. Don’t forget to work a complete 
fertilizer under or around the seed row before 
planting. Preceding crops will have depleted the 
local food supply. 


Keep the hoe sharp, even though the worst of the 
weeds are past their peak. And I mean really sharp. 
Use the kind of file known as a mill-bastard and 
put a clean (but not too thin) edge on the blade.

summer complaint. Here are 5 weeds to war against 


CRAB GRASS is Public Nuisance Number One in lawns 
everywhere. It grows wherever lawn grass will grow and a 
lot of places where it won’t. More important, where it grows, 
nothing else will. It’s an annual, seeding and dying in the 
early fall, leaving bare spots behind. Next May it sprouts 
as bright green shoots, soon putting out tentacle-like runners, 
which root at every joint. Don’t stand idly by until it reaches 
this stage. You'll only scatter the seed. Do encourage early 
spring growth of the good grasses, which will never let the 
Crab grass get started. And either pick early, by hand, or use 
one of the available commercial chemicals. 


DANDELION is a perennial, good to look at and, in culti- 
vated varieties, good to eat. But a lawn without dandelions 
is even better to look at. It reaches its spring peak in May, 
then blooms again in the fall, on smaller, wiry stems. It’s 
tougher than a boiled owl, and unless you get all the long 
taproot out, it will keep on growing. Don’t, therefore, just 
hack out the leaf cluster. It only stimulates the plant to 
creater efforts. Don’t let the blossoms form, either. Pick off 
the buds as you see them, if you haven’t time to do the 
necessary digging right then. Do use a weed spud, or a 
chemical strictly according to the maker’s directions. 


PLANTAIN, the big leaved variety sketched at left, has a 
brittle top and a very fibrous, stubborn root. It looks ‘as 
though it would be easy to pull out, since it obviously offers 
a good hand hold. It isn’t. It’s a perennial, and a persistent 
one, with grubby flower stalks to add seed to the everlasting 
roots as a means of self preservation. Don’t try to pull by 
hand. You won’t get the root. Do cut out with a “weed rifle” 
(great fun to work!) or a chemical solution, either from a 
sprinkling can, as for Crab Grass, or a specially designed 
dispensing gun. Since the leaves are broad, they may be 
burned chemically with minimum damage to grass. 


BUCKHORN, or Narrow Leaved Plantain, loves dry, lean 
soils, so it is sure to appear and flourish perennially on 
poor lawns. It is subject to the same removal difficulties as 
its broad-leaved cousin, only more so, since the leaves are 
narrower and more erect. Youngsters like to make catapults 
of the wiry stalks and flower heads, but this method of elim- 
ination is uncertain, to say the least. Don’t try to pull it out 
bodily, either. The leaves break away from the root easily. 
Do use a knife (just a stout kitchen sort, as sketched) or a 
chemical, or the weed rifle, which requires no bending and 
wrestling—even shoots weeds into the basket! 


SPOTTED SPURGE, or You-name-it-and-you-can-have-it. 
It goes by many names, preceded by harsh adjectives. It’s 
a modest little thing, creeping about among the spears of 
grass. It doesn’t show much until it has made a nice doily a 
foot or two in diameter. There are no really broad leaves on 
which a chemical can work without killing good grass, and 
the stalks are small and wiry. Don’t be fooled thereby into 
thinking that pulling on one stem will get the plant. It won't. 
Do gather up the whole mat with your fingers, grasp the 
bunch firmly as close to the root as you can, and pull stead-

SCRAPBOOK OF FLOWER FACTS 


GARDEN IRIS 


f you took a countrywide census, we bet Iris would be found in more 

gardens than any other perennial flower. The four most popular types 
can all be set out now. You see them at right: the bulbous English and 
Dutch Iris at upper left and lower right, the bearded and Japanese types 
at upper right and lower left. These old reliables, the bearded ones, in 
infinite colors, are June mainstays of the perennial border. And the big 
“dinnerplate” blooms of the Japanese type bring the main Iris season to 
a mid-summer climax. The bulbous ones start in May and there are early 
miniatures and novelties that, under favorable conditions, may bloom 
twice each year. Many Iris species are fun to grow, too. 









































“Beards”? come in three sizes 


The beard, of course, is the fuzzy 
affair in the centerline of the droop- 
ing petals, or falls. The upright 
petals are standards. The 3 sizes 
shown bloom in order from April 
through June, the smallest to 10”, 
the intermediate to 30”, the tall 
ones to 48” or more. They are all 
grown from rhizomes, or fleshy roots, 
from which stringy feeding roots go 
downward 2’ and sometimes more 


Divide clumps in three years 


When the rhizomes, which expand 
rapidly outward, get too big, bloom 
in center of clumps suffers. So lift 
whole mass and cut as shown by 
white lines at left. Trim each fan of 
leaves with scissors. Plant in new 
groups as shown in smaller sketch 
to allow for future expansion. For 
tall varieties, spacing of 12” is about 
right. Space smaller types in pro- 
\ portion. Discard the oldest rhizomes 


Keep your Iris clumps clean 


When you know the habits of the 
borer, you know why cleanliness, 
especially in the fall, is so impor- 
tant. Some people go so far as to 
put dry leaves on top of the Iris 
beds and burn everything off. This 
is drastic treatment. It's harder 
but better to trim back to short 
"fans'' after foliage has dried and 
to clean out clump centers and stir 
the soil, but not hurting rhizomes

Set each rhizome on a mound 


The swollen rootstock should be set 
on a mound of loose, fertile but not 
too rich earth, and the slender roots, 
trimmed back to 6” or less, spread 
down the sides of the mound. Since 
good drainage is essential, and the 
rhizome should be dry, the final soil 
level in temperate climates should 
be as shown in the lower sketch. 
This leaves the rhizome half un- 
covered, lets true roots go deep 


Borers carry dread Iris rot 


Borer eggs are laid on leaves, win- 
ter over in foliage. Larvae enter 
leaves and go down veins, eating 
themselves fat in the rhizomes. They 
may be forestalled by clean care, 
crushed by hand in leaves, cut out 
of damaged rhizomes. They spread 
Iris rot, too, which causes growth 
to part at crown leaving slimy con- 
dition. Cut out decay, dust with 
powdered sulphur, dry out thoroughly 


And for other types of Iris: 


The Japanese, Iris kaempferi, has 
fibrous roots, likes a moist, fairly 
acid soil. It is especially good near 
streams or around pools. Best way 
to divide these roots is with two 
forks, really ''teasing'’ them apart. 
Plant crowns at ground level. The 
bulbous types are planted in au- 
tumn, 4”-5” down, in a protected 
spot. The Dutch Iris will benefit from 
good mulching during cold winters

A great deal of valuable fuel is lost annually 
through leaks around the fire door, the ash 
door, the base, and between the sections of 
a boiler or furnace. If you want to determine 
where the leakage is taking place, so that 
you can repair the cracks, build a smoke 
fire. First block off the chimney by closing 
the chimney damper. Then put a few news- 
papers in and light them. Open lower drafts.

DEEP CRACKS: For deeper cracks, dig out all loose concrete 
with cold chisel or similar tool. Go over area to be patched 
with a wire brush to remove loose material, oil, grease, etc. It’s 
a good idea, too, to wash out the crack with water. Then apply a 
bonding coat of one of the non-shrinking concrete floor patching 
compounds. This is made by mixing the patcher with water 
until it is the consistency of heavy mortar. Place small amount 
in area to be patched. Thin down with a little water and scrub 
into entire area with old, stiff-bristle broom. Then fill space with 
another layer of mixture and work it into the surface. Level and 
finish with steel trowel. Since this type of material sets very 
rapidly, only mix what can be used in about half an hour.

WINDOWS 


PROCEDURE: Your re-puttying job will be easy if you use 
a new kind of putty, which was first introduced in the hothouse 
supply field. It comes in rope form on a reel. Each rope is about 
1%” wide and looks for all the world like a pencil. With each 
roll comes a roller-applicator. 

First remove all loose -putty from your glass. Cut a piece of 
rope about a foot long from the reel. Be sure the glazing points 
are all in place. Then lay a strip of rope on top of the glass 
in the place where the old putty was. Run the roller over the 
putty. This will force it down into all the cracks and seal the 
glass tightly in the sash. The putty, which is dark in color, 
dries to a dark gray. It never hardens completely but stays 
pliable for years. Since it contains no linseed oil, it won’t crack 
because of the drying of the oil, and you can keep the material 
on hand for future applications, as it will not deteriorate. 
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PROCEDURE: Use one of the special iron cements, which 
come in powder form for repairing metal, They are prepared 
for use by mixing with water. For cracks in furnaces, etc., the 
mixture should be stiff, so use only enough water to form a 
firm putty that can be worked as a ball in your hands. To 
really seal the cracks, the cement must penetrate. So you will 
need to widen thin cracks with a file, or a screwdriver blade, 
etc., so that the cement can be worked in. Do not make the 
crack any wider than necessary, however, since a thin joint 
sets quicker and harder. Do not mix your cement until ready 
to use it since it may harden before it can be applied. 

Wipe off the surface with a wire brush to remove dirt, grease, 
and any loose rust. Then force the cement mixture in and pack 
it down with a flat-end tool. The cement will expand as it

PROCEDURE: The cracks must be cleaned out and_ sized 
before the patching plaster is worked in. Dig out the cracks 
until a firm base is reached. It may be necessary to go as deep 
as the lath itself.

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PROCEDURE: Dissolve a 4-0z. bottle of the concentrated re- 
mover in a gallon of warm water and pour it into an ordinary 
insect sprayer. Then starting at one end of the wall, spray the 
remover in vertical strips from top to bottom of the room. Con- 
tinue until all the wall has been covered. Then start spraying 
at the beginning again. Several applications of the remover are 
usually necessary, especially if there are two or three layers of 
paper to strip. The remover, although neutral in character and 
harmless to hands or woodwork, acts magically in penetrating 
all kinds of paper, even that which is heavily coated and the 
washable variety. It quickly works its way through to the paste 
and dissolves it. To remove paper, start at the ceiling and pull 
paper off with a scraper.

PROCEDURE: ‘Jo re-cement a loosened area, use the paste 
or adhesive recommended by the manufacturer of your covering. 
If the loose spot is near a seam, lift up the edge and carefully 
wipe the area underneath with a cloth or brush to remove loose 
matter. Then cut a piece of cardboard with a saw-toothed edge 
and use it to trowel the paste onto the floor. Replace the lino- 
leum and weight down the spot evenly with books or a heavy 
cbject. The adhesive will set in three or four hours. 

If a blister or loose spot evidences itself in the center of the 
floor, the linoleum should be cut out around a design. Then lift 
out section and proceed as above. 

If an iron or some heavy object has dropped on the floor 
causing a break, you can match your pattern with an inlaid 
linoleum mix in plastic form. Smooth it into the break with a 
spatula. When it hardens the patch can hardly be distinguished. 
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PROCEDURE: First remove all the broken glass. Then chip 
the old, loose putty out and pull out the little glazier’s points 
that have been holding the pane in place.

In 
imes of stress and emergency, it is very gratifying to know that reputable com- 
yanies, with a sense of obligation, are standing behind the things you own. To 





heir sorrow many people are finding that “bargain” appliances, from an un- 
own manufacturer, are turning out to be the costliest in the long run. 
Leading manufacturers have established a variety of maintenance and repair 
ervices for your ailing appliances. They have trained repair specialists. They 
ave set up stocks of replacement parts, though you may have to turn in your 
ld part to get a new one. But if you take your ailing appliance to a repair center 
ponsored by the manufacturer who made it, you can be sure that everything 
1umanly possible will be done to put your equipment back into circulation. 

Take an example: If you happen to own one of the 30,000,000 General Electric 
ippliances, your needs will be taken care of through local or regional service 
enters that General Electric is establishing. The regional centers will serve as a 
00l for replacement parts so that local centers will not be required to keep such

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WHEN LAYING NEW RUGS 


WHEN RUGS ARE IN USE 


DO'S 


Examine thoroughly the floor on which your rugs are to be laid. Re- 
move all protruding nails. Fill cracks between floor boards and 
around baseboards with a good grade filler. For these spots are the 
common breeding place for carpet beetles. 


Have wall-to-wall and stair carpeting, to be permanently attached, 
laid under tension by professionals to eliminate shrinkage or pucker- 
ing due to humidity changes. 


Cushion all rugs with underpads such as Ozite if you would add to 
their life. They absorb the constant shocks the rug would take if 
it were laid directly on an unyielding surface as well as deadening 
sounds. They improve the appearance of your rugs since they keep 
the pile from matting down, thus preventing shading. Always buy a 
cushion that is slightly smaller than rug to allow for spreading, 
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Avoid harsh cleaning of new rugs the first two or three weeks you 
have them, since the wool may be slightly dry from being in a store 
or warehouse for a long period of time, and it takes about this time 
to get back its natural moisture. 


Control the humidity of your rooms so that they are never excessively 
dry or damp. Wear is directly related to moisture content of fibers. 
(Rugs in bedrooms have been found to last longer than in living 
rooms because temperature is cooler.) 


Carpet sweep all rugs every day to remove surface litter before it 
works down into pile, where it is more difficult to remove. Always 
sweep with the ''lay'' of the pile. 


Use your vacuum cleaner for a complete cleaning job at least once 
a week—more often if conditions warrant it. Always go crosswise 
over fringe to avoid loosening. Have the room filled with fresh, 
moist air when cleaning rugs. (Cleaning often in summer guards 
against damage by moth eggs, which hatch in from 4 to 8 days.) 


Straighten pile flattened by furniture with a hot iron applied over 
a damp cloth. Brush up pile while damp. Curled corners can be cor- 
rected in same way by treating face and back of rug. 


Distribute wear on your rugs by changing their positions several 

times a year. If it isn't possible to shift rugs, re-arrange the furniture.

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DON’TS 

















Don't lay a rug directly on an uneven floor or one covered with rough 
places or ridges, since such irregularities result in premature wear. 
A rug cushion is a MUST in preventing uneven wear. 


Don't place lamps, radios where cords must run under rugs. Better to 
pay for an additional outlet than a rug-repairing job. Besides they're 
fire hazards. 


Don't put the raised design of a rug cushion next to the floor. It should 
be face up, next to the rug, since its purpose is to give more resiliency 
and springiness to the rug. 


Don't fail to anchor your small rugs to prevent falls. A rug cushion 
with a rubber backing, such as Dual-Tite, works effectively. 
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Don't think you've got a poor quality rug if it fluffs off. This is simply 
short cut ends coming to the surface. It will stop after a short time; 
it doesn't mean your rug is deteriorating. And don't be so overzealous | 
in cleaning that you damage the fibers. 





Don't place rugs in direct sunlight, which will fade and dry them | 
out. Keep shades and blinds drawn when sun is strong. | 


Don't pull out tufts that work up. They should be cut off with. 


scissors, close to the pile. | 


Don't use a corn broom to sweep any pile rug, since the sharp 
edges may cut the fibers of the wool. 


Don't neglect to vacuum both sides of the edges of rugs and carpets, 
as well as the hidden sections under furniture in dark corners. 


Don't track dirt into the house. Lay a coarse door mat outside all 
entrance doors. 


Don't ever beat rugs, since this often breaks the cords of the back- 
ing, loosens bindings, and generally weakens the construction. 


Don't attempt to shampoo any except small cotton rugs at home un- 
less done by a professional. It is impossible properly to rinse or 
dry a large rug on the floor, If the rug is not thoroughly rinsed, the 
soap agent may cause a rancid odor, and deposit a film that attracts 
more dust and dirt than before. 








DO'S 


Store your rugs during summer to save wear. Vacuum rugs on both 
sides. Then sprinkle profusely with paradichlorobenzene crystals or 
naphthalene flakes or balls, which can be purchased at drug stores. 
A combination of both these moth-repellents is good if storing rugs 
for long periods of time, since paradichlorobenzene quickly kills all 
insects present because it evaporates rapidly, while the more slowly 
evaporating naphthalene will protect longer. Roll the rug tightly on 
a pole and wrap in heavy paper. Seal both ends so no pests can 
penetrate. 
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Blot up spilled liquids immediately with clean blotting paper. Re- 
move grease, etc., with spatula. Keep a bottle of carbon tetrachlo- 
ride or one of the dry cleaning liquids with this base always on 
your cleaning shelf. Most spots will respond to sponging with carbon 
tetrachloride.

DON’TS 


Don't store a rug that contains spots or stains. If spot-cleaning will 
not remove spots, it is wise at least to have the rugs dust-cleaned 
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professionally. The mechanical action of the dust-cleaning machine 
will remove any moth eggs. 


Don't store rugs in too hot or too dry an atmosphere. 


Don't leave rugs down in an unoccupied house. The wool fibers will 
dry out and lose resiliency, which means shortened life.

Don't let any spot set or work itself down into the pile. Treat at once. 





Don't allow cleaning agent (water or solvent) to remain in rug any 
length of time. Raise damp portion and dry artificially with fan or 
vacuum cleaner—with brush removed, if that type.

Have your rugs cleaned every year or two by the BEST RUG 
CLEANER IN TOWN. There is no rule of thumb as to how often, but 


it's axiomatic that clean rugs wear longer than dirty ones. 


Go to a cleaner who carefully classifies your rug and cleans it ac- 
cording to the best method for its type. Roughly the classifications 
are cottons; reversibles; white rugs; wool rugs; orientals; lusters; 
and friezes, or hard-twist. A good cleaner knows which rug can safely 
be shampooed, which should only be cleaned with a dry-cleaning 
solvent. Your rug is given a personal analysis and cleaning that in- 
sures only good results. 


Keep your rugs in good repair and they'll last longer. It's a good idea 
to have repairs made when they're cleaned. 


Increase the years of usefulness of stained or faded rugs in good 
condition by having them dyed. When properly refinished, a dyed 
rug loses none of its luster and resiliency, and colors are fast. 


Determine whether your prospective rug dyer strips out the old col- 
or before dyeing. Unless he does, the new dye cannot penetrate 
the pores of the yarn and the color will eventually fade or wear off. 


Change the color scheme of your rooms by dyeing your rugs. Dark 
Orientals can be changed to soft pastels. Figured or plain rugs can 
be made lighter or darker. But good dyers cannot guarantee to re- 
move patterns in rugs, particularly dark blue and black. 


Don't buy rug cleaning by the price tag, since it is a highly com- 
plicated procedure demanding technical knowledge of rug construc- 
tion—fibers, weaves, dyes—and expensive equipment. 


Don't patronize a cleaner who cleans every rug by the same method. 
If you do, your hardtwist rug may lose its twist; your rug may come 
back limp, because it should have been re-sized. 


Don't fail to identify with a chalk mark any known spots and indicate 
their nature. This will eliminate experimentation, which might weaken 
the rug. 


Don't spend the money to dye a rug that is badly worn. Dyeing won't 
cover up thin and worn spots. Instead, consider having it rewoven 
by such a method as the Olson Process. By this method, wool rugs 
and other woolens are reclaimed and re-woven into reversible rugs 
in a wide variety of patterns and styles. 


Don't be disappointed if your dyed rug isn't exactly the same size. 
It may shrink 4 to!/ inch per lineal foot, but that isn't much to 
sacrifice to get a rug that looks brand new.

The government wants you to keep your house in order... 
but the war effort naturally comes first. There are shortages and 
restrictions upon the home use of many critical materials. Remodel- 





ing just because you want something different is to be discouraged. 
But there are many improvements, all costing less than $500, whic 

patriotic Americans can work in and about their homes to a 
make living during wartime more pleasant, more efficient, of real 
practical use until victory is won. 


Here are 35 ideas, each of which has a direct application to the 
requirements of wartime living. Costs are approximate and will 
vary greatly, not only according to availability of materials and 
products, but depending on whether the family handyman can con- 
tribute part of the labor himself. 


+ BUILDING & REMODELING RESTRICTIONS were imposed by the gov! 
ernment last April under Limitation Order # L-41. As they affect the ordinary 
home owner, the provisions of the Order permit only the following building 
projects, which may be undertaken without priority or special license subject 





to availability of essential materials: 


1. You may make any alterations, additions, improvements you wish up to 4 
total cost, within any 12-month period, of $500, including labor, insurance 
interest on your money, as well as the materials themselves. 


2. You may make essential repairs, whatever the cost, to maintain your house 
in sound working condition. Repairs must be in the nature of replacement 
not improvement in either structure or design. 


3. Farm residences are similarly affected. 


4. If your house is destroyed or damaged by fire, enemy action, or act of God 
it may be rebuilt or restored without specific authorization. 


5. If you live in a defense area, and wish to remodel to provide defensé 
housing, or if some other real need can be shown, you may apply for anc 
perhaps receive permission to go ahead. 


NOTE: Projects covered are any and all improvements that become : 
permanent part of the house or freehold. Consult your builder or WPB it 
borderline cases. Or, better, stay away from the border! There is plenty o| 


leeway for most of us.

flowers, and leaves to dry. If you do not know what to look 
for, or how to prepare the things after you have found them, 
here are a few definite suggestions. After you once become 
aware of the possibilities you will need no further help. 





Successful arrangements are usually composed of materials 
of various shapes, so first look for pointed leaves, such as 
Iris, Bananas, Corn, Yucca, Strelitzia, and Ferns. Dry some of 
these flat under a heavy carpet (Corn leaves treated that way 
retain their color a long time). Hang others upside down in 
an airy shed or cellar; they will turn and twist into wonderful 
_ lines. You can, also, if you care to, wire some of your fresh 
pliable material into desired curves, let it dry, then remove the 


_ wires before using. Gather some large oval and roundish leaves,

You'll find most of the things you’ll need 


in the woods or right in your own garden 


such as Magnolia tripetala (very large), Paulownia (large 
and small), Lotus, Palmetto, and Sea Grape. You will, of 
course, find additional ones. Treat some of your Lotus by the 
under-the-carpet method. Suspend the stems of others through 
chicken wire, holding the leaves flat at the top with small 
weights. Experiment with Lotus buds the same way. 

Rosettes of leaves are often used as a focal point in flower 
groups. Some in this class are Magnolia grandiflora, Rhodo- 
dendron, Loquat, and the hearts of gray Mullein. Put the 
stems of some of the branches of Magnolia into a glycerine 
and water solution to turn them brown. If no glycerine is 
available (the army is using it now), let the leaves dry natur- 
ally. Try skeletonizing some Magnolia leaves. Soak them a 
long time in strong soap and water until framework remains, 
then dry and wire on to branches.

qe back from a cross-country tour, on which we visited the “pride-and-joy” of hun- 
dreds of families, we're convinced of one thing. The commonest mistake that people 
make in decorating their homes is ignoring one of the laws of beauty called Scale. 

Scale is proportion—the proportion of one thing to another. When things are in 
good proportion to each other, the “scale is good.” When they are out of proportion 
it is “bad scale.” You might say that scale is the art of making things look well 
together. So you can see how essential is scale to good taste and style. 

Seale, in decorating and furnishing, even extends to your personal size and pro- 
portions, and the use you are going to make of an object. We have all witnessed the 
humor of a big man sitting in a little spindly-chair. That was bad scaling—even 
though the chair may have been in good scale with the space it occupied, and to the 
other furnishings in the room. 

Scale is the art of using things of the right size for the space they are to occupy, 
the use they are to be put to, and the person who is to use them. Scale is a matter of 
measurements—seeing that the dimensions of all the objects in a room make sense 
with each other. Scale is a harmony of sizes among all the things in a room, even 
including the human occupants. Good scale is always good sense. 

Down to the last ash tray, everything that goes into a room plays a part in the 
scale of that room. When its size is right, it is “in good scale.” When its size is wrong 
it is “out of seale.” A thing can be of the finest quality, in itself. but wrong for the 
room it stands in. Commonest mistakes, in homes of every income level, is under- 
scaling—using things that are too small. As a result nothing seems important and the 
effect is “picky,” nondescript. But here’s a secret. It pays to overscale one or two things 
in every room. Every good decorator does it. It gives a room drama and excitement. 
But the opposite is NOT true. Never deliberately underscale anything.

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FALL is the time for LAWN PLANTING 


yrass is a cool weather plant—a weed is not. (Not that grass 
s a cold and soggy soil around its roots, for it must have 
d drainage and plenty of air below ground as well as above.) 
yd lawn grasses dislike hot sun almost as much as weeds enjoy 
Right here lies the answer to many lawn troubles. Yet more 
ns are planted in spring than fall. Why is that? Our guess 
hat human beings are even more susceptible to the blandish- 
its of spring than a good many plants—grasses included. 

he five points advanced at the right in favor of fall planting 
e their corollaries, which you can easily figure out, so without 
hing the fall vs. spring argument farther, let’s turn to the 
ial making of a good lawn at whatever time. The process is 
lined below. And since you won’t need to worry about the 
cs of your lawn till next year, let’s pay special attention to the 
se where all good lawns start—the ground. And this does not

HERE ARE 5 REASONS WHY: 


The grass will grow better—the 
earth is warm in good friable condition

© First evidence of your handiwork: 
so-called nurse grasses sprout in few 
days, shade slow germinating per- 
manent grass. Weed seeds dormant 


Roots develop quickly in well pre- 
pared seedbed. And what is a well 
prepared seedbed? In general it is 
the top 4” of soil—on a good 
foundation. This soil, made fine by 
raking and re-raking, with gentle 
rollings in between, contains most 
of the quick acting complete plant 
food (about 40 Ibs. per 1000 sq. 
ft.) on which the sound growth of 
first roots depends. Take as much 
trouble as you should to make a 
good bed, and it would be folly to 
use any but the best grass seed. 
For new lawns, 5-8 Ibs. per 1000 sq. 
ft. will be the right dose to apply 


a Drawn two-thirds actual size, this 
diagram shows another layer of the 
soil sandwich starting here. Actually, 
there is no sandwich. One trouble 
with many lawns is just the tendency 
to build the soil up in layers so 
distinct in nature and consistency 
that no clear passage is permitted 
to air or roots from above, or water 
from both above and below. Your 
lawn can't be all fertile, humus filled 
topsoil. But the seed bed can be 
blended with coarser humus filled, 
or humus forming (manure, peat 
moss, leaf mold) materials below 


® In turn, this blends with still coar- 
ser, poorer, but not less useful sub- 
soil from here on down. Into this, 
healthy roots will penetrate, and air 
and water will move to support 
them. That's why heavy rolling is 
bad, shallow watering of no use 








Ce) Do your work well in September and 
this is what happens next spring. 
The grass rushes; weeds are choked. 
Never cut lower than |'/.”. Because: 


a Roots and foliage work together, in 
grasses as well as other plants. Only 
grass roots have more to do, in a 
way, since a good lawn may have 
one grass plant every one-sixth inch 
over its whole area. Roots pump 
raw liquid food to tops, tops syn- 
thesize food and return it so roots, 
too, can grow. Food, air, and water 
must be available always, and water 
is the carrier for the food. So apply 
a whole fertilizer in earliest spring, 
again perhaps 6 weeks later, then 
in fall. (Half initial amount of plant 
food.) Organic food elements come 
chiefly from humus content of soil 


@ As principal root level is passed, 
long feeding roots range through 
soil in search of underground water 
and nutriment. Note that in dia- 
gram some roots are black, some 
white. Black ones are alive and 
growing. White ones are those 
that inevitably die each year when 
dormancy comes. These stay in 
ground, rot, form additional humus. 
The healthier the plant, the more 
roots to survive and make more 
grass, or die and make more humus. 
A lusty stand of grass may return 
15% in root weight every year 


€ Roots are still with us, but only 
where soil is started right and kept 
right. This may involve lime during 
preparation, too. Have your state 
experiment station analyze your ac- 
tual seedbed soil and recommend

mer and enriched Bisquick, their 
popular ready-mixed biscuit flour. 
Enrichment means that thiamin 
(vitamin B1), nicotinic acid (the 
pellagra preventing vitamin), and 
iron have been added, all in pro- 
portions that approximate flour 
made from whole wheat or flour 
resulting from the stone ground 
berry. 
Battle Dress. Canned foods are 
now packed in fewer sizes. For 
fruits and vegetables a No. 2 or 
No. 2% and No. 10 size are the 
favored containers. Foods innu- 
merable are forbidden the use of 
tin cans. These are the luxury items 
considered non-essential and the 
foods for which there are alterna- 
tive ways of packaging and those 
which may be prepared fresh at 
home. 

Firms packaging in glass must 
use the new regulation size jars as 
old supplies are exhausted.

11. Build an outdoor terrace 
Maybe just rocks hauled from the woods and a few bags of 
cement and some sand for foundations. Maybe a mason’s job. 


12. Install storm sash and doors 
You can cut your fuel bill as much as 15% or more. And you 
may need to if fuel oil shortages hit you hard! 


13. Finish a basement playroom 
The high school gang is going to stay at home more nights 
this winter. Do you want them in your laps all evening? 


14. Install new finish floors 
Hardwood, unless further restrictions make it unavailable, and 
linoleum come under the head of insurance against obsolesence. 


15. Build a basement bulkhead 
If your house has no outside basement entrance, it should 
have. It’s sound defense. Failing steel doors, use wocd. 


16. Finish an attic room 
Your family keeps on growing up, war or no war. The chil- 
dren need more room. Maybe you can take in a defense worker. 


17. Install new wood gutters 
Metals are in the forbidden list. But what’s wrong with fir 
anyway? It will last as long as the house itself. 


18. Re-frame your fireplace 

Fireside chats are becoming increasingly a family affair! And 
hearth fires may be needed to supplement the furnace. One 
of the new stock mantels will work wonders. 


19. Insulate your house 
Insulate the attic floor or roof at least. Blow in wall insulation 
if you can. It will save fuel, which is precious to the war effort. 


20. Welcome your guest with a new entrance 
You'll not only stay closer to home but you'll be ‘tat home” 
more. Check the fine new stock entrance door designs. 


21. Put new shingles on your roof 
While not exempted as a needed repair, this kind of remodel- 
ing may forestall a patchwork emergency job later. 


22. Put new sidewalls over the old 

Wood or asbestos siding may constitute an addition both 
useful and ornamental.

Carpets hide many stair sins, but they may wear out, may 
become unsafe. Besides, those new stairs won’t squeak. 


27. Refinish itnerior walls 
Not necessarily with lath and plaster, but with wallboards, 
either insulating or non-insulating types—or both. 


28. Pine-panel one of your rooms 
Get a change of pace into your scheme of living. There’s noth- 
ing that makes an occasional room seem more different. 


29. Make a work bench for the Young Idea

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PROCEDURE: This material, which cleans with so little 
exertion, is a pink powder that, when dissolved in water in the 
correct proportions, turns the water into a soft green solution. 
When you dip your hands into the solution, it has just the feel 
that rain water used to in that old barrel outside the house. And 
remember what an efficient cleaner that was! 

For cleaning wood trim, dissolve one heaping tablespoon of 
the powder in a gallon of warm water. Apply to a small area of 
painted surface (not more than two or three feet) with a soft 
clean cloth or sponge, using straight back and forth strokes. 
The material will shatter the grease and dirt into tiny particles, 
which you rinse away with another cloth or sponge dipped in 
fresh water. 

The cleaner contains no harsh abrasives, so it is harmless to 
hands or the surface. Can be used safely on tilework, too. 
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PROCEDURE: This new coating can be applied to any metal. 
concrete. brick. plaster, tile, wood. composition, galvanized, or 
painted surface. and will stop dripping with just one coat! It 
should be applied at least 14 inch thick. For pipes and small 
areas, apply with an ordinary paint brush. For walls and large 
flat areas, use a whisk broom. When dry, the plastic coating 
resembles stucco, If you use your basement for a recreation 
room, you can paint right over the coating, as long as you use 
a paint of the “non-bleeding” type.

STORAGE OF COAL 


Finding a place to put your coal may seem a big problem, but if yo 
approach it in the “I'll do the best I can” spirit, you will not be stoppe 
by inconvenience. Many cellars will accommodate a season’s suppl 
On the average, 10 tons of anthracite (the coal used most frequent] 
in the areas affected) will carry you through. (It’s 15 tons in Ne 
England, about 5 further south.) The space required is 440 cubic fee 
or a space 8 feet long, 6 feet wide, and about 7 feet high. If your n

Make your own coal bin out of 150 board feet of lumber, which j 
about 300 lineal feet of six-inch wide boards. It should not cost moy 
than $25, probably less, for the lumber. 

Consider installing one small refinement, if you can possibly spar 
the money. That’s a damper regulator, the inexpensive automatic contr 
that closes a draft door when the heat inside the firebox is high, onl 
it when the fire burns low.

SAVING YOUR OIL BURNER 





The removed oil burner should be cleaned, greased, and packed car 
fully, then stored in a dry place. If you have an attic, put it there rath 
than in the basement. Some oil dealers now are offering a service th 
includes cleaning, greasing, placing the oil burner in a box with a pla 
tor each part, and storing it for you for the duration. 

Your oil burner is valuable property. You will want to go back 
it some day, and you will want it to be in good condition. 


IF YOU CAN’T CONVERT TO COAL 


You can save oil, even if yours is the kind of oil burner that cay 
be converted. Here are a few ways: 

1. Have a reliable oil burner expert survey your system and make 
combustion test. If the test shows a COz content in the flue gases of le 
than 8%, or a stack temperature of higher than 600 degrees F., t 
installation is burning too much oil. Nearly every burner that has n 
been cleaned and adjusted in the last twelve months is not operating 
maximum efficiency. Have your heating system cleaned! 

2. Make sure controls are working smoothly and easily. 

3. Reduce heat losses through windows and doors by (a) weatherstri 
ping, (b) adding storm sash and storm doors, (c) lowering shades 
night, and (d) calking around outside of frames. 

4. Reduce heat loss through walls by sealing up all cracks in stue 
and brick and, if possible, insulating attic floors or roofs. 

5. Increase the heating effect of radiators by (a) seeing that th 
are painted only with one coat of either dull black heat-resistant pai 
or dipped gray paint, (b) seeing that radiator covers are of such desi 
as not to impede circulation of heat from radiator, and (c) placing 
reflector between wall and radiator (a piece of composition board | 
laminated wood, covered with white enamel, will do). 





6. Increase the effectiveness of -warm-air registers and ducts by (( 
seeing registers do not project heat toward the ceiling, (b) having t 
system properly balanced so only the required amount of heat is ¢

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As one garden ends another BEGINS 


ost beginners in the vegetable 
M patch enjoy the illusion that 
gardening begins in spring. The 
old timer knows better. He lays his 
plans and prepares his ground in 


early autumn. September is not 








too early for him to start the new 
year’s cycle. 

Do you remember the old New 
Kipling’s 
was 


England fisherman in 
“Captains Courageous” who 
always ready to argue the virtues 
of green manuring? Well, green 
manuring is one of the measures 
that many a home gardener will 
adopt this fall. In the South he 
will find a number of leguminous 
crops hardy enough to winter over 
if planted before frost. In the 
North he may depend upon the old 
standby, winter rye, mixed if pos- 
sible with hairy vetch. A good 
strain of rye will thrive through a 
winter in which temperatures drop 
to forty below zero. Almost before 


the snow is off the ground in the 


spring it will begin to shoot up. 
By mid April the delicate tendrils 
of the vetch will begin climbing 
after it and the ploughman will 
find a rich bed of solid greenery 


| some 8” or 10” thick to turn under. 


The roots of the rye will have pene- 
trated the soil to a depth of at 
least 2’. The green tops will decay 
within a fortnight in moist spring 
weather. The nodules on the vetch 
will return to the soil the nitrogen 
that the plant extracted from the 
air, and the whole process will be 
vastly more beneficial to the gar- 
den than a lavish expenditure on 
alone, which 
may be very hard to get next year. 


chemical fertilizers 


Under the most favorable condi- 
tions green manuring cannot be 
expected to replace entirely other 
means of fertilization. Liming. for 
example, is still a desideratum in 
most gardens outside of the lime- 
stone belt. If your beets and spin- 
ach suffered from discolored or ill- 
nurtured foliage this the 
that your garden 
ground needs sweetening. If you 


year, 
chances are 
cut a new garden from old sod 
ground in 1942, it is virtually cer- 
tain that you need lime. Send a 
sample of soil to your nearest 
State Experiment Station for anal- 
ysis. Or get yourself a soil testing 
kit; several types are available for 
amateur use at only moderate cost. 
If you prefer to go by guesswork. 
plan to spread ground magnesium 
limestone at the rate of a ton to 
the acre (5 lbs. to each 100 square 
feet) and rake it into the topsoil. 


This is Victory Harvest time, 
but next year’s vegetable crop 


must be prepared for now

Ground limestone will have a last- 
ing effect, though it will have no 
immediate effect at all. If you de- 
lay liming until spring you will 
need to use hydrated lime in quan- 
tities only half as large. But it is 
better not to wait. 


Old-fashioned stable manure has 
never been improved upon by sci- 
ence, though the wise gardener 
may supplement its use by the ad- 
dition of extra phosphates. Dobbin 
himself is coming back as the mo- 
tor car with its precious tires re- 
cedes into our peaceful past. It is 
unlikely that Dobbin will come 
back soon enough to help you this 
autumn with your manuring prob- 
lems. Failing his aid, try your local 
dairyman, Cow-manure will ad- 
vance in price as chemical fertili- 
zer supplies run low, but its gen- 
erous use will repay the gardener 
who can afford it. Since it is likely 
to be full of weed seeds, you will do 
better to turn it under in the fall, 
when winter can be relied upon to 
kill out the weeds, instead of wait- 
ing until spring. Potatoes and most 
of the root crops, moreover, do not 
thrive in freshly manured ground, 
which is pretty certain to contain 
spores of plant diseases and scabs. 
It may be well in the part of your 
garden that you plan to devote to 
these vegetables to use little ma- 
nure and depend rather upon cover 
crops and Cabbages, 
lettuces, spinach, squashes, cucum-

Furring strips, 1”x 2”, form flanges on each side to guide slidi 
sash. Corner posts protrude above top for further strength. Inside e¢

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What to do if you 
heat with OIL 


You’d better play safe—and be warm—than 
try to spend the winter in one or two rooms. 
The fuel oil shortage calls for action NOW 


The shortage of fuel oil for the homes of East Coast 


Americans is here. Many of us who have been snug 


in oil-heated homes for years must sacrifice the luxury of 


houses heated to our former standards of comfort. Many 
of us must give up our oil-burning equipment altogether. 
It is one of the first, major, civilian war sacrifices, one 
which calls upon the patriotic cooperation of everybody 


who can cooperate. 


Present supplies of fuel oil are decidedly inadequate and 
there is not much chance they can be brought up to normal 
before cold weather. There may be just enough oil to heat those 
homes that cannot convert to coal, if those who can convert do so 
promptly. Oil companies may be prevented from delivering oil to any 
home that has oil-burning equipment that can be converted. 

This winter’s supply of oil is estimated at from 50% to 75% of last 
year’s supply. Orders already have gone out to deliver not more than 
50% of the monthly supply used in the corresponding month of 1941 
to users this year. You won’t be able to get along on 50% of last year’s 
supply without taking drastic steps such as using only part of your 
house, closing the rest, equipping your house with storm windows and 
storm sash, insulation, calking, weatherstripping, using fireplaces all 
the time, and other fuel saving devices. It will mean getting used to 
temperatures of 60° or 62° instead of the 68° to 72° you have been accus- 





tomed to. It will mean turning down the heating to 50° to 55° at 
night; turning it down whenever you go out for an evening or during 
the day when everybody is out of the house. And even so, you may run 
short of fuel oil, if you use an abnormal amount for two or three days 
during a “freeze.” 

Perhaps it will strain our budgets a bit; undoubtedly it will be an 
extra nuisance, converting to coal (or 100% artificial gas). But it spells 
far less trouble and discomfort than short fuel rations. 

Of course, a good deal of oil-saving can be accomplished by weather- 
stripping (not the metal variety now), by storm windows, insulation, use 
of fireplaces. and increased efficiency of your heating plant, possibly 
with efficient service and repair. But this business of heating your home 
this winter is no longer a matter of convenience. The health as well 
as the comtort of your family depends upon your wholehearted support 
of the fuel-oil saving program. With doctors and nurses being called into 
military service steadily, with hospital facilities in many production 
areas inadequate for handling any epidemics of flu and pneumonia, it is 
imperative that we take extra care of our families’ health this year. 
Red flannel underwear and extra blankets won’t do the whole job. Those 
who can certainly must convert their oil-burning equipment to coal, 
and play safe. 

There are 1,530,000 oil burners installed in domestic central heating 
plants in the critical East Coast area, according to the Plumbing and 
Heating Branch of the War Production Board. Some of them cannot be 
converted at all because they are of special design, with burner and 
boiler (or burner and furnace) built in one unit. About 30% of the 
1,530,000 are of this type. Another 10% have special control systems 
that would have to be revised at an excessive cost in order to use coal 


instead of oil. 






























But 51% of the oil burners in use in homes in this area now can be 
converted with comparative ease and at comparatively low cost, we are 
told. It is estimated that 16% of the home owners who once upon a 
time converted their coal-burning system to oil still have their grates, 
They can go back to coal simply by having their oil burners removed 
and putting the old equipment back. These lucky souls can play safe 
by spending about $25 for reconversion. The other 35%—people whe 
did not save their grate equipment or saved only part of it—can conver 
to coal for around $50 or $60. This means buying grates and othe 
equipment, such as ashpit door, grate bars, grate locks, shaker lever 
handle, poker, ete. 


HOW TO TELL IF YOU CAN CONVERT 


Here are some ways to tell whether you fall in the group of some 
760,000 homeowners who can do their share in meeting this possibly 
critical situation. , 

First, if you ever burned coal in your furnace or boiler, you can tal 
it again. | 

lf you are a renter, or owner of a house in which somebody els¢é 
installed the heating system, get in touch with your landlord or thé 
person frora whom you bought, and ask if the system ever burned coal} 

Or, go down in the cellar and get the name and number of the boil 
or furnace, then phone a heating contractor, giving him the information) 
and ask if you can convert. Be sure to pick a contractor who handleg| 
both oil and coal burning equipment, so you'll get an unbiased poir 
of view. You will find heating contractors listed in your local classified 


telephone directory. 





PROCEDURE FOR CONVERTING BACK TO COAL 


Once it is established that you are one of the group that can recon} 
dition home heating systems so that they will use coal instead of oil} 
hunt through your house for the old grates. If you find them, you wil) 
have an easier and cheaper job converting to coal. Then call your loca 


grate equipment, look a little farther. There may be a special reasoi 
why your job costs more than this, but you should know the reason) 
Perhaps your boiler has a broken base or requires some other repair, ij 


the same thing, should prove it. | 

You may have to wait some days or weeks after you place your ordé} 
betore the conversion is done. That means getting busy right away, 
course. The job is a short one—usually takes half a day—so you coul 
interrupt your heating season to have it done. But it is far more coy 
venient to have it done at the start of the season, when you can orl 
your whole season’s supply of coal-at once. 


FINANCING CONVERSION 


Credit regulations have been relaxed for buyers of coal-buying equi} 
ment, storm windows, weatherstripping and insulation in the area a 
fected by the fuel oil shortage. You can get your coal-burning oan 
without a down payment of one-third the total cost, and you don’t ha 
to pay the balance in six months, as before. But you had better orde 
your season’s coal supply at once. Transportation facilities are a 
to the utmost, and last-minute orders for fuel of any kind are dangero 
this year. 





Some coal companies are making arrangements to finance the cost ¢ 
the installation of coal burning equipment and a season’s coal supply 
one budget plan. H grates cost $50 and coal $100, you may be able to p 
it off at the rate of so much a month for a year. (Continued on page 8

ince last May I have been working as a saleswoman of furniture, trying to find out, 

from direct contacts with people-about-to-part-with-their-money, why people buy 
what they buy. I have worked in seven cities, from New York to Seattle, in depart- 
ment stores and furniture stores. I have worked on the night shift, from 2 P. M. to 
9 P. M. when husbands and wives shop together. I have put in many hours serving 
Mr. and Mrs. John Q. Public as any average salesperson would serve them, I un- 
known to them and they unknown to me. 


I have done all this because I wanted to find out why there are so many homes 
in America that are dull and ugly, even though much money has been spent on them. 
I wanted to find out where the fault lay—whether it was the fault of the stores, or 
of the merchandise, or of you the buyer. I wanted to get at the cause of why there 
is so much dowdiness, bad taste, and positive discomfort, even in so-called high places. 
I wanted to do this myself because, as a former newspaper reporter, I didn’t want the 
second-hand interpretations of my staff, of store executives, or of store salespeople. 
Only by doing it myself could I be sure that the conclusions would not be colored by 
preconceptions unfair to the parties involved. If there was to be any name-calling, or 
finger-pointing, I had to be perfectly sure of my facts. What I found out, I have di- 
vided into two categories: “Why You Don’t” and “How You Can.” 


You may not like what I have to say, but what matters is whether I have spoken 
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the truth. 


WHY YOU DON'T 


When you buy furnishings for your home, you not only 
1y tangible equipment, but you buy an intangible. When you 
vy well this intangible adds up to a thing we call comfort, 
auty, personality, distinction, quality, or livability. When 
yu do not buy well, the separate things you have bought do 
yt add up to an atmosphere that we call soul satisfying, 
arming, comfortable, and inviting. Yet that is what a home 
supposed to have. 

Usually the separate purchases people make do not add up, 
cause most people have no idea how to buy home fur- 
shings. 

Everybody wants to get his money’s worth, So you may 
ent the implication that you don’t get it. You may insist 
t you are a shrewd shopper—that you won't tolerate any- 
ng shoddy around you, that you know a good piece of fur- 
ure or fabric when you see it. You may have even studied 
on the technical standards of quality, and selected all your 
rehases with a cold and scientific eye. They may indeed last 
ifetime, and you may also wish to goodness they wouldnt. 
iability is not necessarily an indication that you got your 
mey’s worth. A house furnished with technically perfect 
sces, chosen after long cesearch on the subject, can still 
a terrible house. 

ne of the saddest fallacies I met in my selling work 
js the idea that intrinsic worth made a thing a good buy. 
fe consumer movement, which has very properly taught 
ople to ask what things are made of, has done a great dis- 
vice to the taste standards in American homes. Getting your 
mey’s worth in webbing, coil springs, burlap, doweling, and 
+h is certainly no guarantee of getting appropriateness, 
auty, good scale, or aesthetic comfort. Sadder still was the 
icovery I made that people take refuge from their ignorance 
their bad taste in spending a lot cf money, thinking that 
pay a big price will protect (Continued on page 90) 





HOW YOU CAN 


1. Don’t be in a hurry 
Only a bride has an excuse for buying in a hurry or for 
making mistakes. If you’ve taken a long time making up your 
mind about buying, then you can take a few weeks longer 
and find the one perfect thing for your need. 


2. Have a plan—and don’t go off on tangents 
Don’t just outline it in your mind. Put in on paper. A word 
description and a floor plan are both vital, or you'll be “fall- 
ing for” some pretty thing that is pretty but not right for 
what you already own. Good, too, if you can't finish a whole 
room at once (you should plan it all at once), for then you 
won't forget, and the room won't show too many influences, 
and be a “higglety-pigglety.” 


3. Have a color scheme 

This means you must know how to make a color scheme, as 
well as how to execute it once you've made it. And never 
go shopping without samples of every color in your scheme 
tucked in your pocket. But to make a color scheme, you have 
to go shopping, too. For you can’t dream up theoretical colors. 
You have io know they exist in merchandise, Start by finding 
a fabric, or a wallpaper, or a paint color that you like, Then 
shop to find other things to go with the first love. 

But always have it clear in your mind which colors you 
will use in quantity, which sparingly for accent. A fine deco- 
rator I know says, “No amateur can create a good color 
scheme in less than ten hours spent going through samples.” 
Don’t ever throw away your swatch samples, even when the 
room is finished. You never know when you'll want new 


wallpaper, even though you don’t change the draperies. 


4. Be appropriate 
This little item throws off people who are otherwise pretty 
sensible.

Have you discovered the advantages of buying fur- 


niture from ‘“‘open stock,’’ instead of by the suite? 


F there’s anything an American hates it’s being pushed 
around—heing told what to do, being cast in a mold 
like his neighbor. 

That’s why I want to be sure you know about the 
“open stock” method of buying furniture. It’s a way to 
avoid having your home look regimented. It’s the way 
to buy exactly what you want, when you want it. It’s the 
way to avoid a house with the “canned” look that is 
likely to result from using suites. 

Open stock in furniture is very much like open stock 
in china, silver, or glass, a service that most everybody 
is familiar with. However, open stock in furniture does 
differ, slightly, from other kinds of open stock: patterns 
are not likely to be continued for as long a period of 


time, and pieces in an open stock series can either match 
or harmonize. 

Open stock in furniture is not a new thing. It has been 
offered since 1931, but it has never been properly ex- 
plained. I was amazed to find, when I was selling furni- 
ture in stores across the country, that very few people 
knew about this more modern way to buy. Even the 
people who bought from an open stock group didn’t 
seem to understand that they could come back months 
later and buy one or several more pieces to go with 
their first purchase. 

Reason for this confusion is this: stores put a 3-piece 
(or 4-piece) price on the basic pieces in a big group, 
thereby making it sound like a suite.

These pages show you the progress of one bride’s dining 
room through the first years of her married life. When 
she was first married and lived in an apartment, she could 
afford only a table, four chairs, and a credenza_ buffet.

Dia you know that you can buy your decorating ready-made? 
Here’s an end to racing around to match samples and the 
agonizing indecision that racks you when you're not sure that 
you are choosing just the right thing.

You can be 
sure that your furniture, rugs, wallpaper, and fabrics really 
eo together in color, scale, and character, so that your rooms 
will have that continuity of style that is the mark of good deco- 
rating. And, more wonderful still, you can find all these fur- 
nishings assembled in one place, where you can actually see 
how they look when they’re put together. 

There are two such families of coordinated home furnishings

ye: can’t make a silk purse out of a sow’s ear. Neither can you 

make a “specimen” tree out of a poor variety or one that has 
had a bad start in life. Even if you could, it would not be worth 
the effort. For beautifully grown young trees, even of the every- 
day sorts, can be raised to stardom. And there are innumerable 
“plus” varieties, developed to stand out above their fellows, 
which are worth the investment if you choose wisely. 

Get that controversial word, understood at the 
outset. No two experts agree on a definition. But all agree on 
two points. First, a specimen tree is one that stands alone, both 
in us placing and in its quality. Second, a good start is the basis 
of any tree that must be given such importance.

It takes long range planning, of course, and a good eye for 
visualization. But when you consider that a fine shade tree may 
outlast your house, doesn’t it seem worth the planning? And 
when you see a really fine old tree, rich with age and beauty, 
doesn’t that too, make you want to give your trees the best pos- 
sible chance in life? 

On these pages, HousE BEAUTIFUL suggests three groups of 
trees that may deserve specimen planting, or that should get 
nothing less. The sketches suggest reasons for our typical choices, 
warn of good and bad points to look for when you buy them as 
youngsters. But remember, the first choice to make is that of a 
reliable nursery with which to deal. 


Here’s the way a good nursery raises a tree: 


1. 1937 (to take a typical case)—Tip cutting of Koster Blue Spruce 
is grafted on a Colorado Blue seedling, placed in greenhouse 


2. 1938—After wintering in a greenhouse pot the tiny tree goes 
out to a cold frame, where it is protected through its first year 


3. 1939—In spring the tree, now all Koster, of course, is set out 
in the open nursery, and staked. Transplanting helps roots develop 


4. 1940—It's 15” or more high now, still staked to make its leader 
straight. May be root-pruned again to make growth more compact 


5..1942—It's still staked, and really looks like a tree. It can be 
balled and burlapped for you now. In any event, it is well started 


Here’s how you can keep a specimen worthy: 


1. Plant in a big hole, in soil prepared as though it had to last 
for the next hundred years. Give those vigorous roots every chance 


2. Keep it staked for at least another year, to make sure the leader 
will keep straight and unharmed by the buffeting of winter wind 


3. Root prune it yourself after the first year or so. In forcing com- 
pact root growth you also encourage heavy, compact top growth 


4. If, as the tree grows, it loses its leader through injury, tie up 
the next most promising top shoot to a stake lashed to upper trunk 


5. If lower limbs are damaged, on any tree, take them off at the 
trunk. Don't just prune. Low limbs must get some sunlight to survive

States Government telling how your apartment is managed 
—the rent it commands, the services provided with it, the 
equipment it includes. 

An unmistakable arrow on the form will guide your eye to 
a figure labeled “Maximum Legal Rent.” That figure is the 
rent that you will pay in the future for your apartment or 
your house. Your landlord has placed a check, too, against 
the various items of equipment he provides. Examine his 
listings to see that every piece of equipment he has checked 
is present and in use. Check carefully the services he has 
listed, garbage removal and disposal, janitor service, paint- 
ing and decorating. If you agree with Mr. Landlord’s state- 
ments, file your green form carefully away for future refer- 
ence. 

If you do not agree, state the points on which you disagree 
on the reverse side of the form and mail it to your area rent 
office within 15 days. The rent director for your locality— 
a local man who understands thoroughly the particular prob- 
lems of your neighborhood—will investigate your disap- 
proval. 

Why this inquiry into where you live and how much you 
pay for your apartment? If you’ve kept up with the news- 
papers and radio reports, you know that Uncle Sam, as a 
precaution against, and a remedy for, skyrocketing rents, has 
placed a ceiling on rents in districts where abnormal demands 
for living quarters sent rents zooming way out of proportion 
to family income.

f there is any flower that can steal the spring show from the Roses. the 


Peony is it! And it can if you stage your display properly. You don’t 





often think of the Peony as being notable for variety except in color. Yet 
the blooming times, the shapes of the blossoms, the sizes of the plants, 
the types of foliage, its adaptability to all kinds of uses as accent 
planting or whole borders, give it high rank for adaptability, Four flower 
types are shown at right: the single Japanese, bomb, collarette (all 
herbaceous) and the Tree Peony (deciduous). They should be planted by 
mid-October, so take to your best catalogues. order, read below. and plant!

In spite of this haphazard atti- 
tude about furniture investments, 
most people are touchingly anxious 
to have their homes reflect good 
taste.

rect. The chief anguish they enter- 
tain when they set out to select 
furnishings is centered around this 
terror of bad taste, and perhaps 
the chief disappointment they suf- 
fer, when they get their buys home, 
is the realization that in spite of 
the quality of the purchase, some- 
thing is wrong with it. 

The whole subject of taste has 
been taken apart many times, but 
there remains a lingering aura ‘of 
mystery about it. Since taste is an 
intangible with tangible manifesta- 
tions, many people seem to feel 
that you have to be born with it, 
as you are born with a tendency 
for curly or straight hair. Nothing 
could be further from the truth, 
Taste is unequivocably an acquired 
characteristic. It can be acquired 
at almost any age after reasoning 
sets in. It is acquired through ex- 
posure to the established good taste 
of others. Sometimes this has to be 
a time-exposure of years duration. 

Just as you learn to appreciate 
good music by serious and_pro- 
longed listening, so you acquire 
good taste by serious and_pro- 
longed observation. You may have 
to listen to symphonies a_ long 
time before you really understand 
or take pleasure in them, but once 
you have found their meaning, the 
rewards are well worth the effort. 
The same thing applies to good 
taste in décor. You cannot fail to 
acquire a feeling for what makes a 
room hang together and present a 


pleasing aspect. If you expose

When you plan to buy, plan to 
shop until you have gotten ac- 
quainted with everything on the 
market, and don’t take anyone with 
you who is unwilling to do so. 
Women often mistakenly drag their 
husbands on _furniture-shopping 
tours with disastrous results. Un- 
less the husband is keenly inter- 
ested in furniture and decoration, 
he has no desire to go on a shop- 
ping tour and goes against his will. 
He starts out by being bored with 
the whole subject, restless, and 
anxious to put an end to the trans- 
action and get it over with. He will 
advise his wife to buy anything or 
nothing, so he can go home and 
take the load off his feet. 

While almost any man is inter- 
ested in pleasant, comfortable, at- 
tractive surroundings, the average 
run of men have no idea how such 
an effect is obtained.

People are 
used to trying on clothes before 
they buy them, but no such service 
exists in furnishings. So it behooves

In the other part of this ar- 
ticle we'll tell you how.

Don’t just get along with it. Look 
your error frankly in the face, and 
then try to do something to rectify 
it.

Often a simple addition 
will completely change the whole 
picture. Painting, bleaching, saw- 
ing off the legs will sometimes 
make a bad choice exactly right. 
If it’s a mistake, in spite of any- 
thing you can do don’t let it con- 
tinue to spoil the effect. Get rid of

: Unless examined very closely, it will be impossible to detect the 
‘ coating. Dust the treated objects about once a week to remove 
J dust and finger marks. During winter months, it is necessary to 
apply the coating more frequently than during summer, spring, 
i and fall, because of the greater sulphur content in the air from 
I heating systems, etc.

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, PAINTING ‘ 
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PROCEDURE: Moisten a clean, soft cloth with’ the colorless 
liquid. Rub it over the glossy surface. It has unusual pene- 
trating powers and will remove dirt, grease, and wax in one 
operation. 

Application of the liquid immediately deadens the gloss and 
softens the old surface so that the new finish will grip tightly 
without the common complaint of pulling away, as often happens 
when a new finish is applied directly to a glossy surface. The 
liquid roughener is a wonderful time-and-labor saver for prepar- 
ing molding, grooves, and niches that are particularly hard to 
sand, And it is not messy—requires no cleaning up of dust after- 
wards. 

The new finish should be applied directly after using the liquid 
while the surface is still “tacky.”

If this treatment fails to alter the appearance, you can purchase 
colored wax to match your linoleum. Apply this over the entire

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How to Grow Vegetables 
this WINTER 


Aim high, if you have a greenhouse, or low—at 


a corner of the cellar. But Keep ’em growing! 


By David W. Bailey 


he temptation to make a good 

thing last as long as possible is 
almost universal, and gardeners 
are no exception to the general 
rule. Probably more gardeners 
than ever before will try this year 
to bring at least a corner of their 
garden into the house with them 
as the autumn days draw in. And 
not all of them will be content with 
flowers, for a number of vegetables 
and more herbs are susceptible of 
house culture in one manner or 
another. 


EQUIPMENT FIRST 

We cannot all of us own a hot- 
house, much as most of us would 
like to, and so we cannot all of us 
enjoy fancy vegetables in tropical 
abundance in January. Nor do all 
of us have benefit of a lean-to 
conservatory attached to our house 
(sketch 1). Many of us, however, 
can manage a_ pit-greenhouse 
(sketch 2), which is the next best 
thing. For such a greenhouse all 
that is necessary is a southern ex- 
posure, good drainage, a small 
excavation, a bit of bricklaying 
or cement work, a modicum of 
lumber, and from 2 to 8 standard 
coldframe sashes. There are many 
useful manuals of greenhouse 
management, and at least one good 
book describing how economically 
a pit-house may be constructed and 
how prolifically it may be made to 
produce vegetables for the table, 
as well as flowers. 

If a pit-house seems beyond the 
pocketbook in a war year, or if 
ground space is not available for 
it, then we may resort to one of 
the numerous of bay- 
window gardens (sketch 3). While 
these “bay windows” are likely to

of house-plants, they also serve 
very well as starting houses for 
early spring vegetables, which are 
to be transplanted into open 
ground as soon as weather permits.

but well watered, they will pro- 
duce delicately flavored stalks for 
some weeks.

**WINTER WINDOW** 
AN ETCHING BY 
MARY F SARGENT 





The lady gazing so ruefully out the window at the top of the 
column doesn’t seem to catch October’s idea. Probably dead leaves 
are her only harvest. No Roses still in bloom. No pumpkins waiting 
for the first hard frost. No cider in the keg. No seedlings in the 
cold frame. No new perennials in the borders. . . . 


Parenthetically, dead leaves can make a pretty good harvest at that. They'll 


serve as innersprings for the mattress of next year's compost heap. 





Next year’s compost heap is going to be pretty important, too, what 
with the fertilizer situation none too promising (thanks to the war’s 
demand for nitrates), and manure increasingly hard to buy—and 
pay for. Motto for 1943 Victory Gardeners: Refuse may win the war 
—Don’t waste it! 


The excitement of 1942’s Victory Garden Harvest Shows is about 
over. Winners of the blue seals are probably so proud of themselves 
they are already gardening as though spring were just around the 
corner. The rest of us might well do the same, now that we have 
mastered the art of raising non-prizewinning squash and unsuperb 
Dahlias. At least we can look forward to possible improvement. 


One way to improve next year’s Dahlias, by the way, is to harves 
the tubers with great care this fall. When a good frost has blacker 
the plants, cut the stalks back to 6”, loosen the clump with a fork. 
lift, set in the sun for 2 or 3 hours, shake off the adhering earth 
then store upside down in newspaper lined boxes or barrels. Th 
part about drying in the sun before storing can make all the dif 
ference between tubers and no tubers next spring. I know! 


Gladiolus corms don't need to be dried so quickly. Nor does earth adhere 
to them so much. A few days in a cool shady place precedes their storage 


in airy, shallow boxes or cheese cloth bags. 


As you may have gathered if you saw the Rose Garden plan else: 
where in this issue, ’m partial to fall planting for Roses. The Roses 
new or established, that did best for me this year were planted oné 
bleak and foggy day the middle of last December.

You need to 
know ONLY EIGHT 
buying facts 
about china 


China is one of the simplest things to 
buy. You need to know so few things 
to buy wisely. You need to know the 
differences between the various grades 
of tableware and you need to know of 
the conveniences offered you in buying. 
Quality is a difficult thing to determine, 
because each classification of ware em- 
braces a wide range of qualities. The 
safest criteria of quality are a combina- 
tion of price plus the reputation of the 
manufacturer. There are five classes: 


POTTERY—The cheapest and crudest 
of tablewares, distinguished by its gai- 
ety and color. Chips, crazes, and cracks 
readily. Pottery can be very beautiful. 


EARTHENWARE—tThis classification 
contains a tremendous range of quali- 
ties, from very low-priced types to the 
famous fine English earthenwares, some 
of which are partially vitrified. Cheap 
earthenwares are not highly vitrified, 
are porous and soft, tend to flake off or 
chip. Better earthenwares are often 
marked ‘“‘semi-vitreous,” and can be 
manufactured with as much care as fine 
china. Good earthenware can cost more 
than poor china. Earthenwares are non- 
translucent. 


CHINA OR PORCELAIN—the finest of 
tablewares, hard and thoroughly vitri- 
fied. When a plate is struck by a pencil 
it rings with a clear, high note. Is trans- 
lucent, so that when a plate is held 


against the light you can see the shadow 
of your hand through it. Will not eraze, 
and will not absorb moisture or grease 


when chipped. BONE CHINA is a porce- 
lain, made in England and having the 
characteristics of the above.

What is a 


WARDROBE of VASES?

here just isn’t such a thing as enough vases. So getting together ; 

wardrobe of flower containers is something like hunger. It may b 
momentarily satisfied, but not for long. However, like hunger, you can’ 
ignore it, just because it’s an endless affair. 

On these pages you see what we think is a pretty well rounded collectior 
of ceramic vases. There are no metal. wood, or glass containers present 
simply because we wanted to see how versatile you could be by choosing 
vases exclusively from the “china” classification. The answer is obvious 


You can pretty well satisfy all your needs for good shapes, sizes, an¢ 
colors from the offerings of the ceramic industry. 

For what they’re worth, we'll list our ideas about what a good assort) 
ment of vases should be—regardless of what materials they're made of 


First of all, you should have a wide enough variety of sizes to take care 0 
tall flower stems or short—including just blossoms with no stems al 
all. And there should be fat ones and slim ones, for big informal arrange

WRITING A GOOD LETTER 


By Margaret Cousins 


here has never been such a need for letters as now. In a world 

rife with separations, with families parted, routines of a life- 
ime broken, with men set down in strange climates and far-flung 
laces, and the hope of reunion still far away, there is little 
yeside mail to bind us together and preserve all-important ties. 

We must depend on letters to reflect the changes in those 
bsent to which we must eventually adjust ourselves. We must 
lepend upon them to carry consolation, encouragement, and the 
emblances of security to those from whom we are separated. 
etters must recreate in new environments, the memories of 
ome. They must carry in their pages the aspects of the local 
cene, the small and seemingly unimportant fact that the oak 
saves are reddening in the woodlands, that the baby is learning 
» walk, that people still inquire and remember and are proud, 
hat everybody here is well and looking forward to a better future 
—all the little bits of things that go to make up the warp and 
roof of normal life. These must be conveyed in letters. 

There has never before been such a need for good letters. And 
his brings us to the art of letter writing. 

Any humble proponent of a theory anent this art, must per- 
orce approach the subject with temerity. There is hardly a 
reat voice in history that has not lent itself in clarion tones to 
1e importance of this matter. Library shelves groan under a 
eight of textbooks that will tell you exactly how to acquire pro- 
ciency in it. Formal and informal anthologies of the most inti- 
aate form of literature will set you shining examples. The power 
nd the glory of good letter writing is no unpublicized thing. 

It is true that there is no better reading than letters—even 
ther people’s. But while you may be inspired and struck with 
dmiration at what Robert Browning wrote to Elizabeth Barrett 
-and she to him—their letters do not compare, either in interest 
appeal, with the missive you snatched from the mailbox this 
orning, inscribed to you in a dear familiar hand. Let the nos- 
Igic essayist pine for the golden age of letter writing (roughly 
ought to be the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries) and 
moan the fact that the noble art declines! He is mistaken. 










t will never decline as long as there are two people in the world 
who, in prolonged or temporary absence, feel the need to 
mmunicate. Your letter is more important to you, personally, 
an all the letters in history. 

For all practical purposes, the art boils down to two important 
bdivisions: 

1. Did it come? 

2. What did it say? 

Conversely, of course, these ~subdivisions become: Did you 
ite it? and What did you put in it? 

This is a formula that seems almost too simple for approach-

ing a matter of such paramount importance, but it is the begin- 
ning and the end of letter writing. Few of the great letters, which 
have been preserved through the long years to enlighten and 
inspire us, were written with posterity in mind. They were written 
to bridge the gulf of separation, to diminish an absence, to pro- 
ject across the irremediable distances the news of everyday 
events, the conclusion of minds, the emotions of hearts, the 
philosophy of souls—to give solace, guidance, advice, or simply 
pleasure. The same reasons that letters are written for today. 


Ba these were written. If St. Paul had merely contemplated a 

letter to the Corinthians, one of the most eloquent and moving 
exhortations of all time would have been lost to the world, and 
some of the greatest literature. Fortunately, he did not procras- 
tinate. 

Many people are prone to do so. They don’t have time to 
write a letter. They find letter writing a terrible task. They dread 
writing letters. They owe so many letters and writing is such a 
bore. The conclusions that must be drawn from such attitudes 
are that these defensive citizens are lazy, selfish, or worse, that 
they have nothing worth saying. Nobody wants to be included 
in such categories, and the fact remains—a letter in the hand is 
worth a thousand good intentions. 


(n° of the most touching roles in modern drama occurs in a 
vehicle that, if it had no other claim to fame, would live in 
many memories because of this. In a play called “White Cargo,” 
an elderly remittance man, long banished to the tropics, never re- 
ceives any mail. For three acts he stands timidly on the outskirts 
of a ragged fringe around the mail dispenser, his face filled with 
an eagerness that fades slowly into heartbreaking disappoint- 
ment. Even an indifferent performance of this part never fails 
to move the audience to tears because of the universal yearning 
of every human heart to be remembered in writing. This is only 
a dramatist’s trick, but all over the world there are lonely people 
who suffer from the same nagging hunger. The enforced separa- 
tions of war have increased this number many fold. 

Elements requisite to letter writing are simple, available, and 
inexpensive. Nothing ‘is required except paper, something to 
write with, and the will to begin. The rewards are instantaneous. 
It is always satisfying to engage in self-expression, of which the 
letter is a primary form, and no sooner does the writer set him- 
self down to compose than he seems to establish some kind of 
contact with the one addressed. He ponders on some facet of his 
friend’s personality, recollects a past event, remembers a look, 
a smile, a word. He cannot write without arriving at some fresh 
conclusion, without being mildly entertained by the circum- 
stances he recalls or puts down on (Continued on page 96)

It amounts 
to furnishing with things that don’t have to be handled 
with kid gloves, and here you see exactly what these 
things are. These Guilford House rooms, now on ex- 
hibition at R. H. Macy & Co., New York City, were not 
planned with children particularly in mind, but as 
charming quarters for everybody.

Most of the furniture is rock maple, reproduced from 
Early American pieces. Its construction is strong, to 
withstand the rompings of the younger crowd.

Maple 
doesn’t highlight soil marks as the darker, more polished 
woods do, and it seems to soft-pedal bumps and 
scratches. You can even get the jump on your active 
offspring by buying it with an antique finish, already 
nicked and dented artfully, so that the accidental bangs 
it gets will blend into the finish and make it even better 
looking! All the things that go well with maple are 
wild-Indian-proof, too. Spatter floors are sure-fire 
against mud tracks, toy tracks and upset sandwiches. 
Slipcovers and draperies in busy calico and plaid de- 
signs do the same kind of cover-up job, because small 
mixed patches of light and dark color make it hard to 
tell where the soil begins and the pattern ends. Wall- 
papers in all-over designs like diamonds, plaids, and 
intertwined stripes and flowers work on this principle, 
too. And just see what friendly and appealing rooms 
they create. Could you ask for anything “nicer”?

De within us rests the comforting thought that Thanksgiving 
in the kitchen remains the one unchangeable custom in this 
ever changing world.

This 
pair remain sacred to the day. Strictly American food is pump- 
kin pie and squash, the bean, and “dainty maize.” Scarcely a 
food carried to the harvest table that is not peculiar to our 
native soil, traditional to November feasting. 

But tradition may be streamlined and with good results. 
His majesty the turkey is being rebuilt to fit the modern oven. 
Breeders working with the Department of Agriculture are 
styling a new turkey model, compact, short of leg, broad of 
back, a long keel bone, plump breasted, white meated, a size 
to fit cozily in a kitchenette roasting pan. And no pin feathers. 
Think of that! But the job isn’t done. It will take another five 
years of intensive breeding and right culling to fix the breed 
characteristics. But each year brings to the Thanksgiving mar- 
ket more of the smaller weight birds. Women prefer them, the 
American family isn’t what it used to be you know—in size, 
we mean, 


APPLEWOOD PERFUME 
Try something new in turkey perfume. Not for the great day 


dinner; then, as ever, there must be the ambrosial odor of the 
browning bird. But for the holiday buffet pick a turkey tanned 


to leather brown, perfumed of applewood’s smoke. If you 
haven't a favorite smoker in mind, then the pleasure is all ours 
to introduce Wall Street broker Paul Mazur, of Titusville, N. J:

The flesh slices thin, the fat pale 
gold, the white meat pinkish gray, smooth as velvet, delicately | 
tinged of the salt. If it’s a buffet party, serve the bird whole 
reposing on a great platter—with a ring-around of crisp water- 
cress, each cluster one mouthful, misted with lemon juice, 
dusted lightly with salt—a popular pick-up food for drink 
service. 

The ancients believed that watercress eaten with vinegar 
would cure a deranged mind. This gave rise to the Greek 
proverb, “Eat cress and get more wit.” There may be some- 
thing to the notion. By actual experience we find that fresh 
watercress munched while drinking helps keep the crowd sober. 


HOMEMADE MIRACLES OF BREAD 


Along with turkey pass trays of white and dark bread cut 
into half slices, thinly spread with whipped butter. Let the best 
carver officiate, carving just enough slices to keep ahead of the 
crowd’s hunger. Guests build their own sandwiches. 

Give thanks for “homemade miracles of bread.” For the old 
time dinner choose the Early American white bread of the 
Pepperidge Farm, sold through the East from Maryland to 
Maine. This is a white bread made of water ground flour and 
retaining the vitamin and mineral content of the whole whea 
erain.

ave you been puzzled about the sharp differences in the 
[eee of furniture? Are you confused when you find one 
cocktail table that costs $15, while another that looks “almost” 
like it is priced at $50? Is there $35 worth of difference? 

Our answer is this: the high-priced piece of furniture is 
intrinsically worth what it costs. And so is the low priced 
piece. There are plenty of value differences, if you know where 
to look, differences that show up more and more as you live 
with them. A few of the most important indications of good 
quality are easy for you to detect, once you have the formula. 
The expert looks at many other things, but if you will remem- 
ber the few we mention here, you will be able to see why 
expensive furniture is worth, intrinsically and aesthetically, 
what it costs. Values in all home furnishings are complicated 
by the fact that we do not buy pure utility. Beauty, fine design, 
craftsmanship are all intangibles, but cultivated people set 
great store by them—are willing to pay for them. 











here are six fundamental points of difference between 

furniture of widely differing prices. Learn these six 
points and they will help you to choose wisely. If they 
are all there, then you know you can buy with the assur- 
ance that you are getting your money's worth when you 
pay more. First, good design is essential. It means that you 
will always be proud of what you own. Actually, it is de- 
termined long before pencil is laid to paper, or chisel 
to wood. It begins with costly research and study on the 
part of the manufacturer and his design staff. Second, 
best materials must be used. Often they will cost several 
times more than cheaper varieties, but they mean longer 


life, and greater beauty. This (Continued on page 97) 





Hand carving vs. machine carving 


Fine hand carving has a clean cut. well-sculptured look. 
It costs many times more than machine work and requires 
highly skilled men to do it. Hand carving has a crisp 
look even after it has been rubbed down and finished. In 
short, it has “sparkle.” Factory costs of carving on this 
chair are $9. If machine dor would cost $1.50. 


Fine-textured, choice-grained woods 


Beauty of the wood has long been of prime importance in 


determining value of furniture. Veneers should have fine 
texture, choice figure. Solid woods need close grain, good 
color. Fine veneers often cost 50 cents a foot, cheap ones 
as little as 3 cents. It is hard to distinguish in pictures 
between fine and cheap woods, but difference is there.

Real or imitation leathers 


Leather on fine furniture is usually top grain cowhide, 
hand polished. Real leather has an irregularity of texture 
that adds beauty. The cost of the leather and tooling, in 
real gold leaf, on this table was $15. If it had been imita- 
tion leather with a stenciled gilt border, which will rub 


off easily, the cost would have been $4.50.

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Intricate, delicate design 


Probably the single most expensive characteristic 
of fine furniture is good design. Good design, 
especially if it authentically reproduces the details 
of a period piece, calls for intricacy and delicacy. 
It means the wood must be carefully cut and 
smoothly finished. It requires more complicated 
and laborious work of several kinds. The lacy, 
graceful sweep of such a pediment is obviously 
more expensive than an impressionistic, not-lacy, 


cheapened copy made to “sell at a price.” 





Patine and glow of the finish 


French polishing, on fine traditional furniture, gives a 
clear, glowing effect that seems to be part of the wood 
surface. Applied entirely by hand and subtly toned, it is 
an outstanding hallmark of fine furniture. Finish of inex- 
pensive furniture is often hard and shiny, color is muddy 
and crudely shaded, costs only small fraction of a good 
hand finished piece. Often sprayed stain and coatings are 
used on cheap furniture to cover the poor grain of cheaper 
woods. To connoisseurs, that “hand-rubbed look” is indis- 


pensable to their enjoyment of the piece. 


Quality of muntin construction 


High grade muntin construction (which means that each 
pane of glass is puttied into a separate frame) requires 
dozens of carefully fitted joints. This kind of workmanship 
is always present in fine glass doors. You can detect it by 
examining the inside of the door. On cheaper pieces the 
muntin construction is made of thin, three-ply fretwork. 
This is made in one jig-saw operation at a fraction of the 
cost of a framed up door. Also, the frets are apt to warp 
and split. This superior type of workmanship cannot be 


recognized except by very careful examination.

Fee. ATTACK on these fronts: 





Fork up new ground now for spring planting, whether of flowers or 
vegetables. It gives sod a chance to rot, allows the frost a chance to 
destroy a lot of wintering grubs and insect eggs, advances the mellow- 
ness and *tilth” of the soil—and keeps you warm. 


Turn over the compost heap again. It’s a heavy job, and apt to be 
messy. But it’s important. Next spring and summer you should be able 
to use a good deal of it—especially to replace hard-to-get fertilizers 
in flower beds and for preparing any planting holes. 


Plant Roses! The end of the month is not too late if you live in 
regions with climate similar to New York, Philadelphia, Columbus. 
Prepare the beds carefully and deeply, and mound up the soil about 
eight inches or so after planting to avoid winter killing. 


Buy supplies you will really need. Laying in more stuff, especially 
tools, insecticides, and fertilizers, just because you think they may 
become scarce would not be playing fair. But arming yourself for 
a real 1943 gardening campaign is good sense. 


Prune damaged trees and shrubs before winter sets in. This is not 
defense but a move forward. Most roots even of deciduous trees, grow 
all winter—always late in the fall and early in spring. Don’t make 
them waste energy on bad limbs or building resistance to rot. 


Bring potting soil indoors. This admonition appeared earlier this fall 
in House Beautirut. And of course you are using potting soil right 
along now. But get in enough to last the winter. Or bring in the ele- 
ments: loam, compost, leafmold, sand, peat. 


Plant fruit trees if your winters are mild, and especially if you can 
buy them from a nearby nursery, after they have gone naturally 
dormant, and still rush them into the ground without long shipping 
delays. Mulch, but not too close to the trunk, lest rodents nest there. 


Feed deciduous trees just before freeze-up, or by mid-November. 
Late fall feeding has the advantage of getting the food to the roots 
by the time they make their first pre-spring efforts to grow. 


Sow seeds of hardy annuals that are naturally liberal self-sowers. 
You will be duplicating the highly successful technique nature has 
worked out for them over a good many ages. Sow Sweet Peas now, 


too. They'll get deep roots well started, which is vital to good growth. 


Water all evergreens unless you have had better than normal rainfall 
right through autumn. They'll usually live without extra watering. 
But for the good gardener, that isn’t enough. Make them flourish. And 
water during winter will help keep growth in balance. 


Mend your fences—literally and figuratively. A broken paling or 
picket will deteriorate rapidly over winter. Cracks in masonry and 
brickwork will simply invite frost in to do its explosive work. Keep 


at all maintenance jobs until the weather stops you.

DIG W here :; 


Cut back dead flower stalks on all plants that make new growth 
in late fall. Just because there are young shoots on Delphiniums, 
for example, doesn’t mean diseased old stems will not infect them 
before spring comes round. And by all means cut back Peonies, 


Dig corms and tubers. A good frost should be warning enough. Bring 
these less hardy troops into winter quarters. Pamper them a bit if 
necessary. Next spring they and their increase will be ready to go 
better than ever. This means Gladolius and Dahlias especially. 


Protect Roses from winter killing. This is not to be confused with 
recommendations for newly planted ones, in the other column. Pro- 
tection of established Roses may take several forms, from the earth 
mound technique for bush types, to laying down and covering the canes 
of climbers, the use of straw “straightjackets,” or simple mulches. 


Cover the cold frame at night, either with the sash alone, during 
milder days, or by laying a straw blanket or a lid of painted insula- 
tion board over the glass at nightfall. Uncover when it’s sunny. 


Burn weeds and flower stalks. Putting them on the compost heap is 
a mistake if they still carry seed heads or if disease is present. After 
midsummer, one or both of these conditions is almost inevitable. 


Shelter exposed evergreens. Windbreaks or screens of burlap, boards, 
brush, or whatever, serve two purposes, especially with broadleaved 
evergreens: they break the force of cold winds, sleet. They protect the 
leaves from sun scald and wind burn during late winter days. 


Put roofs over foundation plants. The smaller and more vulnerable 
ones, that is. Snow and ice from pitched roofs is the thing to guard 
against. If there is no sloping roof overhead, never mind top protection, | 


no matter how. near the house the plants are. 


Drain and clean pools. If the pools are large or deep, leaves, oF 
large logs, or timbers will handle the expansion of ice. But it’s usually) 
best to play safe. Leave bottom drains open but screened. Dismantle 
all but metal bird baths. Lean bowls against garage. Pillars are safe. 


Cage the trunks of small fruit trees. This is another defense to match | 
the planting campaign suggested at left.

Take in garden furniture. Put on the porch if there is not room in) 
the cellar or the garage. Repainting, at whatever time you choose to 
do it, will be easier and more satisfactory if the original finish has 
not been cracked and checked by ice and snow. 


Stand by to mulch! But don’t mulch till the ground really freezes. 
The temptation to protect your plants as soon as they have died back 
is almost irresistible. But mulches, at best, retard circulation of air, 
which is vital. So cover late, against thaws rather than freezes.

they ll be scarce in 1943 


No priorities for Victory Garden weap- 
ons, so keep those you have keen. Here’s 


how to care for a “gardener’s dozen’? 


Buy only for real use, no matter how much 
fun it is to have a cellar full of tools. For while 
gardening is still fun in wartime, the steel supply 
is not. If you have such a “dozen” as are illustrated 
at left, don’t rush out to buy more before the sup- 
ply is exhausted. For special and definite needs, 
buy of course. Whatever your garden arsenal, 
take care of it. It’s got to last the duration. 


Use them properly. The digging fork (1) will 
turn the heaviest sod, but it won’t uproot trees. The 
spade (2) is very versatile, but no crowbar. The 
four tools from 3 to 6 will do all the raking, hoeing, 
cultivating, weed cutting jobs in either flower or 
vegetable beds—ALL. Since a good lawn is part 
of the garden, a turf edger (7) is essential. So too, 
are a trowel, pruning shears, and lawnmower 
(8-10). Good clippers provide the coup de grace to 
lawn care (11). A hose, of course, for 12. And the 
thirteenth in this gardener’s dozen is a top quality, 
mill-bastard file. And it’s by no means the least 
important of the lot. 

With these the owner of the average small place 
can do all the digging, smoothing, planting, trans- 
planting, and specialized grooming his garden will 
support. The list is long enough te make improvi- 
sation unnecessary, short enough so that there is 
little temptation to run to the cellar for a different 
tool every time a slightly different working prob- 
lem presents itself. Find out what each tool will 
do, then make each do a good job. 

























Keep them clean, if you would get the most 
out of them. That doesn’t mean just to kick clods 
from between the tines of the fork or pull weeds 
and string out of the lawnmower’s cutting reel. It 
means wipe or pull or scrape all dirt from all tools, 
especially the fine cutting tools, after each use. An 
oily rag should always be handy. 





Store them carefully, away from not only ac- 
tual rain or night dews, but dampness. Dirt slows 
up tools most; then rust. A dirty, rusty spade is 
not just a tool to be ashamed of. It takes 50% 
more muscle to operate than a clean one. Most 
of your tools can be made to hang up if you pro- 
vide the right pegs or hooks. So hang each in its 
‘place. It will be always convenient and its edge 
will not run any risk of getting nicked. Keep the 
hose on a hose rack, in a dark, cool place. 


Keep them sharp. This is where the file comes 
in. Use it to edge all tools from 1 to 8, and fre- 
quently. Follow the original bevel angle. See that a 
professional keeps the rest keen and true.

THE ART OF WRITING 
A GOOD LETTER

paper. A good letter benefits both 
the writer and the recipient. 
Anybody who is able to set lan- 
guage down in legible form can 
write a good letter if he makes the 
| effort. The rules for letter writing 
are many and diverse, but there is 
one rule that has no exceptions. A 
cood letter begins by focusing at- 
tention on the prospective recipi- 
ent, by first mentioning an interest 
that the writer is sure will strongly 
attract the reader, and by natural 
stages, developing whatever else 
the writer wants to say. If the re- 
sponsive chord is struck immedi- 
ately, the letter is off to the best 
possible start. Any secondary ut- 
terances fall easily into place. 
There is little else that needs 
to be known about letter writing, 





except that it is wise to remember 
that the written word, while it 
strives usually to reflect the out- 
ward aspects of life, almost invari- 
ably establishes the inner nature 
of the writer. A letter conveying 
the best possible news can sound 
whining, disgruntled, and perverse, 
if its author is a petulant soul. On 
the other hand, a letter emanating 
from a high-hearted spirit can 
triumphantly conceal the sound of 
doom. 

If the letters of our times are to 
maintain morale, that morale must 
be implicit in the writers. It is 
to fake such 
emotions. Dr. Johnson said that in 


almost impossible 
a man’s letters his soul lies naked. 

Letter writing, like almost any 
other pursuit, improves with prac- 
tice. The competent letter writer 
knows unerringly what to put in 
the important first paragraph, 
knows how to marshal his thoughts 
for clarity, brevity, and exactness, 
adds to his descriptive powers, 





jearns to reproduce conversations, 
to endow the relation of events 
with atmosphere and scenic effects. 
to make little jokes that tickle the 
risibilities of his correspondent, to 
express himself much as he would 
in conversation. Letters do not have 
to be long to be satisfying. One 
page, written with interest, with 
enthusiasm, with pleasure in the 
writing, will outweigh the long, 
dutiful, dull rendition of mere hap- 
penings. The time has passed when 
letters must serve as the recorders 
of events.

in turning out a good pumpkin 
pie. The cooking in the frying pan 
is well worth the trouble of stand- 
ing over it and stirring it con- 
stantly. It will scorch if it is not 
stirred often and what you are try- 
ing to do is dry the moisture out of 
it and just slightly caramelize the 
natural sugar that is in the pump- 
kin. If done right, it brings out the 
flavor and sweetness of the pump- 
kin. Drying out the pumpkin in 
the oven is not a substitute for 
cooking it in the pan on top of the 
stove. In the oven it is likely that 
the pumpkin will simply dry on the 
outside and still be moist inside. 
Keep turning it over as the steam 
puffs out of it. It will take about 20 
minutes, and at the end of that time 
it should be a rich golden brown all 
through instead of orange; and 
thick and smooth instead of watery. 
There should be about 114 cups 
to make two large pies. 

Put the cooked pumpkin in a 
bowl, sprinkle it with the flour and 
stir in the flour thoroughly. Butter 
the bottom of a saucepan and scald 
the milk in it. Add the cream and 
the seasonings. Pour it over the 
pumpkin mixture and add the eggs 
well beaten. Get pie shells ready, 
built up around the edge and nicely 
fluted or crimped. Do not have the 
pie shells too full of the mixture, 

34” deep is about right. Bake only 
ae you need that day. Both pastry 
and filling will keep in the ice chest 
until you need them. Cut cheese 
cloth into inch strips or use one 
inch strips of gauze, moisten it a 
little and put it around the edge of 
your pies. This will keep them from 
browning too fast at first. 

Bake the pies in a fairly hot oven 
450° F for about 45 minutes, re- 
ducing the heat to 350° F if they 
seem to be cooking too fast.

their berry patch with nursery- 
bought plants each season. 
Commercial farmers — usually 
grow their berries in matted rows. 
To start these, plants should be set 
18” apart in rows 3/-4 apart. 
Plants are allowed to set from 4 
to six runners the first summer. 
These are trained along a row in 
a mat about 1’ wide. All flowers 
are picked off during this first 
year as under the hill system. 
After the second year’s crop has 
been harvested, it is possible under 
this system to dig out and discard 
the original parent plants, leaving 
the second generation plants to set 
new runners in their turn. Under 
favorable conditions, a disease-free 
patch may last several years. 
The everbearing sorts of straw- 
berries, among which Mastodon, 
Progressive, and Gem are outstand- 
ing varieties, are best planted in 
hills in the home garden. These 
sorts naturally bear a full crop of 
berries in the late spring or early 
summer and then bear a lighter 
but continuous crop through Au- 
gust and September. Like the sea- 
sonal sorts, they should be set out 
in early spring. During the first 
year they should be allowed to set 
no runners and, until early July, 
they should have all 


picked off. Thereafter they should 


blossoms 


be strong enough to bear fairly 
freely during the latter part of 
the summer. The following spring 
they should produce another good 
crop, after which they may best be 
discarded. 

Soil requirements for strawber- 
ries are definite, though not exact- 
ing. Plants do not tolerate wet feet 
and must be set in well-drained 
ground. A slight slope is often 
helpful. Cut-worms may, cause 
some bother; bait for them with 
poisoned mash. White grubs (the 
larvae of the “June bug”) feast off 
strawberry roots, but these grubs 
are likely to prove troublesome 
only in old sod land. Therefore,

lems that arise. Every month Housrt BEAUTIFUL presents 
housekeeping recipes giving simple how-to-do sinstruc- 
tions for solving upkeep problems. Save time and worry 
by referring to them often. 
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3. To avoid the possibility of chipping fine china, place a rubber 
mat or towel in your dishpan, and drain dishes in a rubber- 
coyered drainer. Always rinse dishes. 

4. A good way to store plates is in racks with compartments 
for various sizes. If stacking is your only alternative, place paper 
napkins between plates to prevent scratching. Never nest cups. 
If you haven't a special cup shelf, use cup hooks, with springs 
placing them far enough apart so that they won’t clash. 

5. Never use scouring powders or any abrasives to remove 
food that! has oxidized on dishes. Soaking a short time is a safer 
way. 

6. Most china can be warmed safely in the oven—but never 
subject it to full oven heat. 

7. Do not wash silver and china together. It’s a dangerous 
procedure. 
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LEATHER: Leather upholstery is very satisfactory and gives fine 
service if a few simple rules are followed. Dirt should never be 
allowed to accumulate on the surface, for it will grind into 
leather, cutting the finish and causing it to crock or bleed. 

Wipe the surface frequently with a dry cloth. When it becomes 
soiled, genuine leather can be washed with soap and water. Dip 
a cheesecloth pad into thin suds. Go oyer surface. Then rinse 
with a fresh dampened cloth. Dry with another cloth. Repeat if 
necessary. 

Imitation leathers, which are cotton base fabrics, with a water- 
proof coating, can be cleaned in the same way. 

If you want to keep your leather upholstery from cracking, lu- 
bricate it now and then with a special leather polish. 

And don’t be alarmed by wrinkles. They come naturally to 
genuine leather and don’t indicate poor merchandise. 
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Tightly rusted screws and bolts can be loosened by wrapping a 
cloth saturated with the remover around them for a short time. 

To remove rust on metals: Wipe off any grease, wax, or oil that 
is present (such as rust on automobiles). Spread the remover 
evenly over the surface with a cloth or brush. Leave on surface 
a couple of minutes (longer if surface is badly rusted). When 
the rust has been softened, wipe off with a cloth or steel wool. 
Unusually heavy deposits of rust may require more than one 
application, as well as vigorous scrubbing with steel wool, so 
that the liquid can really penetrate the surface. The remover 
forms a film, which should be allowed to dry for 24 hours be- 
fore painting surface. (If it must be painted immediately, wash 
off the film with a solvent.) 

Since remover thoroughly cleans and seals pores of the surface, 
finish paint coats will adhere better and last longer.

LOG of the Practical Gardener 


These crisp November days tell us to be out and 
doing while ordinary horse sense warns us that 


the garden must soon rest—even if we don’t 


The tree branches are really beginning to rattle now. Not the death 
rattle you hear after a February sleet storm. Rather an impatient 
scratching. They haven’t yet resigned themselves to leaflessness. 


It’s all right to sneer at your neighbor for raking out every last 
leaf and burning it, but it wouldn't do any harm if you were to clean 
out your own roof gutters before winter. 


Cacti and their kin get a complete going over in a new booklet 
published by the N. Y. Botanical Garden. It’s called “Succulent 
Plants of New and Old World Deserts,” by E. J. Alexander. For the 
Cactus fan—and there are a lot of them—it’s a dollar “must.” For 
the rest of us who don’t know much about these amazing plants, it’s 
a slim but potent addition to the gardening shelf. 


While you're putting leafmold around your broadleaf evergreens, save 
some for the Lilies of the Valley. If you think they thrive with neglect, you 


might even use a little rotted manure. You'll be happily surprised. 


A Department of Agriculture clipping sheet reports intensive ex- 
periments with a Texas strain of Devil’s Shoestring, an aptly named 
farm weed. Seems it has a lot of rotenone in its make-up. This news 
doesn’t exactly solve all our spraying problems for next year, but 
it offers possibilities for other seasons. 


It's about time to look at that diary | stopped keeping back in July when 
the weeds came. | shall enter a few of the significant triumphs and disasters 


I'd remember anyway—then toss the diary back into the lower drawer. 


Around mid-November is the time to sow seeds of certain hardy 
annuals that either don’t like transplanting in spring or that are 
self-sowers by habit. Cornflowers, Larkspur, California Poppies (the 
last two shouldn’t be moved again), Dianthus, Nicotiana, Morning 
Glories—they are some that you can broadcast, mulch, and forget. 


Did you pot up that clump of Chives for the pantry window sill? 
It’s surprising how often you’ll reach for a few bits in the course of 
a day’s cooking—if you do the cooking in your house. 


After a black frost the dead stalks of annuals simply shriek to be cleaned 
up. So do the perennials. Go ahead and mop up the annuals and fork 
over the ground for other frosts to work on. But let the perennials die 
out thoroughly before you cut them. Barring disease, this ripening process 
is natural and useful to the plant. 


A lot of us are going to find out what the fuel shortage is going to 
do to our house plants. I’ve got a hunch that they, like us, will be 
all the better for temperatures a few degrees below normal. Though

he function of fine glass, like the destiny of diamonds, has always been a matter of 

enhancement. Glass seems especially created to give back the light, to reflect the color, 
to intensify the loveliness of everything within its immediate aura. Its very nature is the 
stuff of beauty and excitement. Witness Cinderella’s slipper, which has come tinkling down 
the ages. A child, staring at the everyday world through a prism, finds it suddenly ringed 
around with wonderful rainbows. A woman, looking down her dinner table, alive with 
the authentic fire and sparkle of crystal, has the same sense of unexpected beauty in a 
familiar place. 

Not only does beautiful glass enhance a dinner table, it enhances an hour. There is 
something about the lucidity and the delicacy of glass that gives people a standard to 
live up to. Sparkle is contagious. It is possible to quench thirst from a tin cup, but a 
crystal goblet does something for the spirit as well. If you don’t believe it, try it out. 
Dinner tables set with discarded jelly glasses are apt to produce only dull and monotonous 
conversation. There is no incentive for anything else. The value of fine glassware, then, 
must be placed far above its intrinsic worth or even the pride in possession of beautiful 
things, for its intangible properties add greatly to that value.

So when the fifteen leading manufac- 
turers of stemware and tableware con- 
sented to tell which pattern was the best 
sellcr in their line, we jumped with joy. 
For here was a chance to get a clinical 
look at the average taste of Americans. 

The line-up on these pages certainly 
cives the lie to the idea that the taste of 
the average American is poor. For not one 
of these patterns is in poor taste. In fact 
they are all in excellent taste. Some you 
may like better than others, as is only 
uatural. But not one is in bad taste. And 
if you are catholic in your tastes you will 
like them all. 

One interesting fact uncovered in this 
survey was the difference that geography 
made in the popularity record.

That’s how White Elephants are born! 

Comes Christmas morning. The be-ribboned package is pre- 
sented, not without trepidation. The tissue paper is folded back 
and the recipient is called upon to register gratitude and even 
enthusiasm, while inside the box lies an expensive little horror 
for which there seems to be no earthly excuse. 

Profuse as thanks may be, and there is considerable perjury 
abroad during the holiday season, the giver usually retains some 
gnawing sense of inadequacy and discontent with his offering. 
which mars his pleasure in his generous impulse. The receiver 
cannot imagine what to do with a suit of black lace underwear, 
flatteringly two sizes too small. A man, less politic and charitable, 
is often unable to conceal his dismay at what befalls him in the 
way of presents. A practical mind is aghast at the waste of money. 
A gentle spirit fruitlessly searches around for some use thal can 
be made of the eyesore without hurting anybody’s feelings. 

The giver, aware of these cross currents, swears he will never 
try to buy So-and-So a present again. But of course, he will have 
to. Next year the tragedy will be re-enacted. Harassed by past 
failures and increased mental agony, he will repeat old mistakes 
on an even more expensive basis. 

Eventually even friendship may become strained. The giver 
ceases to be cheerful and the receiver cannot keep from thinking 
that maybe he has misplaced his trust. 

Nobody wants a herd of White Elephants trampling around 
over his valuable human relationships. What is to be done? 

There are two or three alternatives. 

If you have time to become a first rate psychologist, psycho- 
analyst, or full-time sleuth, you may be able to discover the 
nature of your friends’ and loved ones’ secret hopes, but not 
without some probing. This takes the spontaneity right out of a 
present.

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PERENNIAL PHLOX 


here are some plants so good you feel like a fool if you try to sing 













their praises. Phlox is one of them. Or rather, it’s a whole lot of 
them, since there are many kinds of Phlox, with a range of versatility 
second to none. The littlest of all, Phlox amoena, is barely 4” tall. The 
biggest P. decussata (you see the typical panicles at the right), is 
the 4’ glory of the summer and autumn border. Spring and fall, in 
sun or shade, in wet soils or dry, in all colors except true yellow and 
blue, you can find one Phlox or another ready to bloom its head off 
for you. They’re all hardy; all will multiply like rabbits. Their up- 


bringing is easy. For ways to grow and use them, see notes below.

Phlox decussata, the familiar ‘'gar- 
den" Phlox, heads the list.

Phlox demand full sun 


You could make a pretty fine rock 
garden using nothing but Phlox. Fa- 
miliar to everyone is P. subulata, or 
Moss Pink, blooming in low edgings 
in early spring. P. ovata, Center A, 
is a few inches taller and more open 
in habit. P. amoena is almost a 
creeper. But these must have sun. 
Subulata, for example, will die within 
a season in shade. And well drained 
sandy soil, B, is best for blossoms 


of them thrive in shade 


No Phlox will flourish in dense shad- 
ow, but for open places in the wood- 
land garden there are two that are 
ideal. Phlox divaricata, B, a bit over 
a foot high, lavender-blue, is one. 
P. arendsi, a hybrid of divaricata 
and the giant decussata is the 
other, A. It grows 2’. You'll note 
that this kind is the only one 
of the smaller types with definite 
panicles of bloom like the big ones 

























































Spiders, water damage leaves 





Red spider and mildew, A, are the 
only two Phlox pests that amount to 
anything. They make a good team, 
because spiders hate water, yet ex- 
cess water causes mildew. Jets of 
water wash off spider, but dusting 
sulphur controls mildew, and helps 
check spider. So avoid overhead 
watering, B, if possible. Water 
deeply around base beyond stalks. 
Better burn badly diseased foliage 


Both habit and florets vary 


When practically the entire plant 
becomes one huge blossom, the form 
and shape of the whole plant has to 
be considered. Moss Pink, A, in either 
white or pink, makes a solid mound 
of bloom 8” high. Phlox amoena, 
B, makes a creeping mat, like thick 
paint squeezed. out of a tube. The 
ovata is much more open and lacy, 
C, growing a foot or more tall. 
Note variations on the 3 florets 





The last is in a class apart 
Phlox suffruticosa, A, has most of 
the good qualities of the others. 
Miss Lingaard is the old reliable 
white, with Miss Verboom its pink 
twin. It's not so tall as the big 
summer Phlox, but looks much like 
it, It starts to bloom earlier and per- 
sists till late. It suffers from no 
pests. It will tolerate occasional 
shade. With this, as with decus-

ee seems a particularly good year to revive that olden custom of 
- EB giving something you've made yourself. Cookies are a wonderful 
starter, for they are not difficult to make, and they are universally 
appealing! Use them instead of cards for special friends. 

The cookies we present aren’t the traditional Christmas cookies you 
munched on for hours as a child. But they do conform strictly to the 
demands of the times, and your larder won’t be heavily depleted—nor 
your budget—by making them. What’s more important they are sure 
to bring that exclamation of delight from the recipient that is music 
to the ears of the giver!

duction records in our own back yards

or experienced gardeners, 1942 
Ee a garden year to dream 
about. Droughts, such as had 
plagued us for two or three pre- 
vious seasons, gave way to ample 
rainfall. The spring came slowly 
and without late frosts to set back 
growing plants. Through most of 
the northern states the first killing 
cold of autumn arrived three or 
four weeks later than the govern- 
ment tables of averages predicted. 
Blights were less troublesome than 
ordinary; insect pests, no worse. If 
the amateur of vegetables had any 
reason for complaint, it was that he 
faced what our English cousins so 
graphically term a “glut” in the 
garden. Yet there are worse prob- 
lems than too much of a good thing, 
and few of us, in a summer of 
heavy demand and rapidly rising 
food prices, found our un-gardened 
friends reluctant to accept a basket 
of home-grown provender. 

But for many a beginner 1942’s 
gardening record may have seemed 
less rosy. Perhaps there was new 
ground to be broken, and a tough 
sod to subdue. Maybe there was 
sour soil, not altogether compen- 
sated for by hasty liming. No doubt 
weeds were plentiful. Garden plans 
had to be of the last-minute sort. 
Seeds may have been purchased so 
late that the most desirable varie- 
ties were out of stock. Choice of 
vegetables may have been not alto- 
gether suited to soil and climate. 


The 


brought weeks when there was an 


harvest schedule may have 
insufficient supply of fresh vege- 
tables for the home table. followed 
by other weeks when the yield was 
greater than the tired housewife 
could manage to can or give away. 

If you are one of the beginners, 
it may be comforting to learn that 
practically all these difficulties can 
be obviated in 1943. In starting a 
home garden, the first year is by 
all odds the hardest, and the next 
hundred come comparatively easy. 

Since December is a month for 
balancing accounts and carrying 
new totals forward, let us examine 
the ways in which the new year will 


find us better off than did the old: 





1. Soil. If we did our job con- 
scientiously, we have the makings 
of a much improved garden ready 
for 1943. Old clods will have rot- 
ted completely by next spring. 
White grubs will be fewer. A see- 
ond liming will give an opportu- 
nity to correct acidity that may 
have troubled us the first year. 
There will be a year-old compost 
pile at hand and maybe a good cover 
crop of winter rye to turn under 
next spring. Stones once removed 
will bother us no more—though 
the March thaws will probably 
bring a few others to the surface 
lest Satan should catch us with 
idle hands. Weed seeds and roots 
will be less numerous, too, and our 
topsoil will be in better tilth. If our 
land was inclined to be cold and 
heavy last spring, the work we have 
put in should make it quicker to 
warm up next year. If it was thin 
and sandy, we enriched it.

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1. Use light soap suds and water just hot enough to feel com- 
fortable on the hands. If water is hard, use a water softener. 
Always rinse glasses thoroughly in hot water. 

2. BUT never subject glass to extremes of temperature. (Don’t 
put ice cream on glass plates just washed in very hot water.) 

3. Line your dishpan with a rubber pad, if possible, and don’t 
crowd it with glasses so that they clash together. 

4, Place a folded towel on the drainboard. 

5. Pour water immediately into glasses that have held milk, to 
make washing easier. Rinse wine glasses after use. 

6. If you want to loosen tumblers that are stuck together, fill 
inside one with cold water, place outside one in warm water. 

7. Glasses will sparkle beautifully if you put a few drops of 
household ammonia into the final rinse water. 

8. Never use strong soaps in washing gold-decorated glass. 
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PROCEDURE: You can easily avoid the disappointments at- 
tendant upon such a job, as well as the necessity for re-doing it, 
by sealing those hairline cracks with one coat of pigmented wall 
sealer. This material is whitish in color and can be brushed on. 
It has the ability to seal and bridge the cracks so that one coat 
of your chosen wall paint will be sufficient to cover the surface— 
without penetrating the cracks. 

It is also possible to obliterate these cracks by adding floor 
varnish to the wall paint. For each gallon of paint, use one quart 
of varnish. This procedure eliminates separate coats, but the 
varnish will not seal properly unless the two are thoroughly 
mixed and blended. 
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3. Glass flower vases can be kept sweet-smelling by standing a

solution of water and chlorine bleach in them for a short time. 
4. Remove the film from vases ancl vinegar cruets by allowing 
solution of household ammonia and water to stand in them.

If lime deposits form on glass utensils, boil a solution of 
% cup vinegar and a pint of water in them about 10 min. 
6. To avoid mineral deposits on pitchers, wash after each use. 
If deposit forms, shake tea leaves and vinegar in pitcher until 
deposit is eliminated. 

7. You can smooth out tiny nicks with #00 emery paper. Wrap 
paper around piece of wood and go back and forth over nick. 
Remove grayish cast with a leather strap or polishing rouge. 
8. Special glass racks, fastened on the underside of cupboard 
shelves, are good for suspending stemware. If not using rack, 
always place stemware upright on shelf.

only a single planting of beets or 
carrots, and then wish vainly all 
during August and September that 
you had made three or four succes- 
sion sowings? All these are mis- 
takes that can be remedied by 
careful planning. 





3. Selection. It is more than 
likely that your 1942 Victory gar- 
den included a few items that 
turned out to be defeats. It may 
be you planted parsnips in soil too 
stony and shallow, so that the roots 
were stunted and gnarled.

That doesn’t mean smothering it under the bedclothes! 


Simply help it to be comfortable till spring comes 


Gardens, like a lot of people, have no trouble at all in staying up 
late. But when morning comes—look out! Most of us try to make 
eur plants get into their winter dormancy too soon and come awake 
again too soon. The first time a real frost strikes we rush about 
spreading straw, leaves—and destruction—on our hapless flowers, 
covering all with a suffocating blanket calculated, we hope, to be 
frost proof. . . . It’s all wrong! Leave the mulching materials 
where they are—ready but untouched. Let the frosts come; there’s 

nothing we can do about them anyway.... 


We need mulches, yes. But we need them 








chiefly after winter has spent itself, not 
before. Fact of the matter is plants haven’t 
got sense enough to know when they’re well 
off. Give them a February thaw or a little 
March sunshine and they wake up 
in a hurry—only to get hit by a 
frost when they can least with- 
stand it. . . . Withhold mulches 
until winter has really set in. 
Then take the right kind of 
protective measures. Some plants 
need or can stand heavy protection. Others cannot. Some need pro- 
tection from winds, some from sun, some from both. And, yes, a 
few need protection from sharp cold. Consider a few special cases; 
then consider the general steps of winter protection. . . . Peonies 
(see first sketch, above) need protection mostly from themselves. 
So remove all tops in the fall, because Peonies may suffer from 
rot induced by the presence of dead stalks. The first year they 
should have coal ashes spread over their 
crowns, then a light mulch of salt hay or 
similar rot-resistant material. After then, coal 
ashes are good, for drainage, but noth- 
ing is really necessary. . . . Del- 
phiniums (sketch right) are very 
susceptible to crown rotting—usu- 
ally caused by too early and too heavy 
mulching or plain bad _ drainage. 


Coal ashes work wonders with them. = 





Then a porous mulch simply to keep 
them from having early spring shoots 
damaged by the harsh contrasts of March weather. . . . Daylilies 
(sketch below) are about as tough and as foolproof as any plant 
group—if you leave them alone. In other words let them do their 
own mulching with last year’s leaves. Cut off 


> the flower stalks but nothing else. . . . Roses 









are another special case. Too much cold 
will kill them. The tops will die back 
anyway on hybrid teas and some climb- 
ers unless they are covered. That means 
covered with earth, not just straw. So 
mound up the base of your hybrid 
teas— when you plant with fall 
planted ones; before freeze-up 
with old ones. Use fresh earth 
and pile it to a height of six or 
eight inches if you have fairly 
severe

Lay all but truly winter-hardy climbing Roses down and cover them 








'the same way. And don’t uncover too early. Around New York, 
Philadelphia, Indianapolis latitudes, mid-April is soon enough. .. . 
Most garden perennials fall into one of two 

-eategories: those that go into winter green; 
and those that go into winter truly dormant. 
Foxgloves, Poppies, and Canterbury Bells are 
typical of the first group. You know the huge 
| hollow-crowned rosette of leaves the Canterbury 
| Bell grows its first year? It must have air all 
winter. Overturned produce baskets make 
good shelters—but are seldom 
handy when you want them. As 
an alternative (drawing below), 
stick heavy twigs in the ground 
and tie or interlace their tops 
above the plant. Then light ma- 


terial or evergreen boughs over that. . . . The largest group of 
| 


| 


herbaceous perennials either disappears or 


dies back to the ground before winter. Usu- 


ally these are the hardiest ones, which is 









the reason, perhaps, for their farsighted 
conduct. All you need to guard against 
with them is either heaving of their 
roots in alternating freezes and thaws 
of late winter and early spring, or 
their starting into premature growth 
after open winters when the sun warms 
up the surface of the ground early. 
Leaves left where they fall from nearby 


‘trees, salt hay, excelsior, glass wool blankets held down with boughs 


‘(right sketch), are all good in such cases. They'll ea

the roots, and will help equalize excessive 








changes in temperature. . . . For evergreens, 
| both the small narrow leaved and the broad 
leaved ones, sunscald and windburn are 
the chief dangers, with snow and _ ice 
occasionally to be specially guarded 
against. Under sloping roofs a shelter 
of boards may be necessary, Other- 
_wise partial or complete screening 
from drying winds and bright winter 
sun will do (last drawing). Of course, 
“most evergreens will survive without any 
Protection at all. But that strange yellowing or dying back that we 
blame on all sorts of things next summer may well be traceable to 
lack of protection this winter. Often, too, the screening will be un- 
necessary if you thrust evergreen boughs (see sketch again) among 


the living branches. The appearance is 






much less objectionable and_ the 
protection afforded surprisingly good. 

Here’s a good way to make use of 
your Christmas tree after the big day 
is past—and your neighbors’, too... . 
Finally, don’t take off your protective 
coverings too soon. Wait till the plants 
fairly push through to reach the spring 
sun. Then take a week or two to com- 
plete the uncovering. After all, how do 
you like bouncing out of bed the minute 


the alarm clock goes off?
